The wel- 
fare secretary, she observed, signed 
a written agreement, by which he 
only took from the records the date 
the child was born and where it 
was sent. So those who have been 
worried on this score might rest 
well assured, she said, as the names 
of parents will only be obtained 
over her dead body. 
Interested Only in Babies, 
Secretary Blackburn corroborated 
this statement Saturday night and 


reiterated his declaration of a few 


days ago, that he had no intention 
of investigating the mothers of the 
infants—that he was only interested 
in seeing that the babies were prop- 
erly cared for. 

Mrs. Mitchell is primed for action 
today. She announced Saturday 
that she will not attempt to 
force an interview

PENALTIES PROVIDED 
EXTREMELY DRASTIC 


Would Remove Jurisdic- 
tion to Federal Courts and 
Make Charge Against 
Mob Members Murder.

Washingtin, February 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The brutel burning of a ne- 
gro in Oconee county, near Athens, 
Ga., Wednesday night, has aroused 
the members of the judiciary com- 
mittee of the house to such a point 
that one of the first acts of the spe- 
cia] session in Apri] will be the re- 
introduction “and reporting out of 
the Dyer anti-lynching bill, which 
is now on the house calendar, but 
cannot be reached because of the 


war measures. 

This statement 
made to The Constitution today by 
Congressman Dyer, of Missouri, a 
member of the committee, author 
of the reported bill, and the dele- 
gate at the Chicago republican con- 
vention who secured the passage of 
a resolution calling upon congress 
‘for rigid anti-lynehing legislation. 
It is also authoritaitvely stated that 
President Harding, in his ‘fits mes- 
sage to congress, at the opening of 
the special session, will ask for the 


vigorous discussion of the whole 
lynch subject. 
To Uphold Courts. 

“There is no disposition on the 
part of any member of the:cOmmit- 
tee to temper justice for negroes 
charged with’ crime, nor to offer 
immunity from just punishment for 
those trie@ and convicted,” sald 
Congressman Dyer today, “but to 


viding such rigid penalties not only 
for those guilty of participating in 
lynchings, but for the counties in 
which such offenses are committed 


We shall rush this measure through 
to law early in the session, and it is 
hoped, before there is a repetition 
of the disgraceful affair near 
Athens.” | 
The Dyer bill, which will become 
a law, is acutely drastic, but it 
has been found, say it proponents, 
that mild or passive legislation will 
not remedy the evil. ; 
Sections 1 to 5 of the bill are 
| based upon the present law provid- 
ing for the removal of suits from 
state to federal courts in cases 
where loca) prejudice is charged. 


“~ To Federal Courts. : 
| -One of these acts provides that 


prosecution is commenced fn any 
state, for any cause whatsoever, 
against any person who is denied 
or cannot enforce in the judicial 
tribunals of the state or in the part 
of the state where such suit or 
prosecution. for the equal civil 
rights of citizens of the United 
States,” the cause may be removed 
for trial to the federal court of the 
district. 

In other words, they give to one 
whose life is about to be unlawful- 


law now gives to his civil rights, 
Sections 6 and 7 increase the pen- 
alty now imposed by law upon per 
sons who “knowingly and wilfully 
obstruct, resist or oppose any offi-

Governor Will Probably

Hugh M. Dorsey of personal visits 
and many letters from residents of 
Clarke and Oconee counties, de- 
manding action in regard to the 
lynching of John Lee Eberhardt, 
negro, near Athens last Wednesday 
night, it is considered probable 
that the: governor will ask the 


judges of the superior courts of the, | 
two 'cdtnties to call spestay many} fl, 
sions of the grand juries in the two 


counties and place the evidence he 
has received before them. Another 
deyelopmeént of the day was the ac- 
wards for the lynchers totalling 
$3,000. 

Charges that Sheriff Jackson, of 
Clarké county, was guilty of gross 
negligence of duty when the negro 
Was taken from the jail on the top 
floor. of the Clhrke county court: 
house, were made fn the letters re- 
ceived by the gévérnor.. Numerous 
letters stated that the jail was con- 
structed to prevent just such an 
occurrence; that the stairway, con- 
structed of iron, is less than three. 
feet wide and that if the sheriff 
had been so inclined he could have 
resisted all attacks for an inter- 
minable length of time: and that, 
finally the sheriff turned over the 
keys of™the jail to the leaders of | 
the mob. : ) 

Gevernor Asked to Aet. 

The governor refused to say what 
action he contemplated, but in view 
of the insistence of the demand for 
action from the citizens of Ath- 
eng and neighborhood, it is con- 
sidered probable that he will ask 
meetings of the grand juries. 

Rewards totaling $3,000 were of- 
fered by the governor for informa- 
tion which will lead to the convic-

A reward of $500 each will be paid 
for the first three men arrested, who 
participated in the burning of the 
negro and $500 each additional for 
information which will convict the 
first three of those who forced their 
entrance into the Clarke county jail. 

Eberhardt was alleged to havef 
shot and killed Mrs.. Walter E. 
| Lee, wife of a farmer on the Wat-/ 
kinsville road, in Oconee county a 
few miles from Athens and near the 
Oconee-Clarke county line. The 
negro was-arrested in Athens Wed- 
nesday afternoon and placed in the 
Clarke county jail. The crowd be 
gan gathering as soon as it became 
generally knawn that the negro 
was in Athens, it is stated by ‘the 
governor’s informants, and Sheriff 
Jackson had ample time to carry 
the negro out of town to safety. 

Not Residents of Athens. 


Clarke county citizens maintain 
that those responsible for the-trag- 
edy were not residents of Athens, 
but that they came in an foot, in, 
autos and on horseback from. the 
outlying sections of the county and 
from the direction of Watkinsville. 
The scene while the negro was be- 
ing burned at the stake Is described 
as one of the most picky ge & in the 
history o6f the state. -

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Bill to Restrict 
Influx of Aliens 
Passed in Senate 


Washington, February 19.—A 
drastic measure against immigration 
during the next year was adopted 
today by the senate, which, by the 
overwhelming vote of 61 to 2, pass- 
ed the Dillingham immigrk&tion ree 
Striction bill, after adding amend- 
ments to increase its restrictive 
features. In the form adopted the 
bill, it is estimated, would Mmit the 
number of immigrants during the 
next twelve months to slightly over 
355,000. 

The Dillingham. bill was adopted 
as a substitute for the Johnson -bill 
passed recently by the house. The 
latter would bar for a year all immi- 
grants except relatives of aliens 
now in this country. The bills now 


Senators. Colt, Rhode Island, and 
Dillingham, Vermont, republicans, 
and Gore, Oklahoma, democrat, 
were appointed senate conferees. 

Advocates of the Dillingham sub- 
stitute declared that it would keep 
out more immigrants than the John- 
S0n measure. Both bills would. go 
into effect within two months, with 
the Dillingham measure effective for 
fifteen and the Johnson bill for four- 
teen months. 

Only Short Debate. 

It took the senate less than five 
hours today to dispose of the immi- 
gration legislation, a record, accord- 
ing to leaders,“for a subject of such 
importance. The only two senators | 
who opposed passage of the bill | 
were France, republi Maryland, 
and Reed, democrat, Missowri.

“The Southern “Pine association 
has had no more: iniluence in in- 
creasing the price of-Iumber than 
it did in increasing the pr.ces of all 
other commodities Known to man, 
from sugar to silk shirts,’ the state- 
nient continues. 

“We conduct a wide variety of ac- 
tivities, the legality of which has 
never been questioned. The assvcia- 
tion does not now, nor has it ever 
issued any price list, nor has it ai 
any tims or in any way ever sug- 
gested to the manufacturers ol 
southern pine what they should ask 
for their lumber.

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Powers Sought to Stop 
German Sales of War! 
- Munitions to American| 

Nation. 


Buenos Aires, February 19.—Ar- 
gentine has refused the request of 
the allies that she take measure ‘to 
prevént German exportation of war 
materials to Argentina in violation 
of the treaty of Versailles. The gov- 
ernment takes the ground that Ar- 
gentina is not concerned in the 
Stipulations of a treaty between oth- 
er nations. 

The fact that such a request had 


closed yesterday with publication by 
the foreign office 6f an exchange of 
notes between the foreign office and 
the Italian minister to Argentina, 
Victor Cobianchi, as dean of the dip- 
lomatic representatives, to France, 
Japan-and England. 
Violation of Treaty. 

Signor Cobianehi on October . 29, 
last wrote that the attention of the 
allies had been constantly called for 
some months past to exportations of 
German war material to natural 
countries in violation of article 170 
of the peace treaty, or attempts 
made to sell such war material to 
neutral countries or their citizens, 
including rifles and submarines. 

“Generally such material is sim- 
ply deposited in neutral countries 
for the account of German firms, or 
is re-exported to countries where 
war still continues,” Signor Cobian- 
chi wrote. “It is evident if the neu- 
tral governments do not consent to 
intervene effectively to prevent it, 
this traffic will permit German po- 
litical groups to construct, outside 
German territory and free from al] 
eontrol, deposits of arms which, on 
occasion, they would be able to util- 
ize.” 


Airplane Sales Reported. 


A London dispatch of January 15, 
quoting Berlin advices, said negot- 
jations were proceeding between the 
Zepplin plants at Friedrichshafen 
and Argentina and Chile for supply- 
ing those countries with airships. 
Owing to the restrictions imposed 
by the allies, however, the dispatch 
added, there was no prospect of im- 
mediate deliveries. 

Heanoric Pueyrredon, the Argenti- 
na foreign minister, who withdrew 
his country’s delegation from_ the 
League of Nations assembly in Gen- 
eva because the assembly refused 
to consider amendments to the 
league covenant proposed by the 
Argentine delegates, recently arrived 
in Buenos Aires from Europe. One 
of his proposals was that al! the 
nations, including Germany, be ad- 
mitted to the league at once. Ar- 
gentina was not a party to the 
treaty of Versailles, but was among 
the nations invited afterward to 
take membership in the League of 
Nations.

Paris, February 19.—The promotion 
of Generals Louis E. H. F. Franchet 
a’Esperey, Louis Hubert Gonzalve 
Lyautey and Marie Emile Fayolle 
as marshals of France was an- 
nounced today. 


The promotion of Generals d’'Es- 
perey, Lyautey and Fayolile raised 
the number of marShals of France 
to six, the other three being Mar- 


shals Joffre, Foch and Petain. 

General d’Esperey is former coOm- 
mander-in-chief of the allied armies 
in the Near East. 

General Lyautey for several years 
had been a successful governor of 
French Morocco, when, in 1916, he 
entered the reconstruetcd cabinet 
of Premier Briand as war minister. 

General Fayolle has a brilliant 
war record, commanding the French 
army in the first battle of the 
Somme, playing a notable part in 
stopping the German rush in the 
spring of 1918,and later command- 
ing the group of armies Which au- 
vanced €outh of the Somme in the 
allied operations which checked the 
German July offensive. Shortly 
afterward he aided in delivering in 
this sector the blow which started 
the great German defeat. ° 

General Fayolle commanded the

tween Solssons and Chateau 
Thierry.

ANTI-LYNCHING LAW

by which such person is put to 
death, as described in the section 
immediately preceding, shall be 
guilty of murder and shali be lia- 
ble to prosecution, and, upon con- 
viction, to punishment therefor, ac- 
cording to law, in any district court 
of the United States having juris- 
diction in the place where such put- 
ting to death occurs.” 
Counties Fined $10,000. 


Section 10 exacts from the coun- 
ty where a person is lynched a 
penalty of $10,000, recoverable in 
an action directed to be brought 
by the district attorney in the name 
of the United States for the use of 
the dependent family, if any, and 
if there be no dependent family, for 
the use of the United States. 

These sections adopt the South 
Carolina and Ohio laws, imposing a 
penalty on the county in which the 
laws against lynching have failed 
of enforcement: and such’laws have 
been held constitutional in both 
by their respective supreme courts. 

Section 11 makes every county 
through which ‘a lynching mob 
pasees equally liable to a like pen- 
a y. 

Sections 12 and 13 punish state 
and municipal officers, whose neg- 
ligence, misfeasance or malfeasance 
may have contributed to a lynching 
with imprisonment for life, 

Perhaps not in the history of the 
congress has such violent legisla- 
tion been proposed to reach vio- 
lence, and several members will 
seek to modify the measure, but it 
will pass substantially as reported 
out by the present committee,

Athens, Ga., February 19.—(Spe- 
Cial.)—Following the action of the 
mob, which stormed the Clarke 
county jail in Athens Wednesday 
night, wrested John Eberhardt, ne- 
gro, accused of the murder of Mrs. 
Walter Lee, of Oconee county, from 
the custody of the sheriff, and then| 
burned him to death near the scene 
of the crime, the action of the 
lynchers has been denounced by 
Judge Andrew J. Cobb, and by 
Chancellor David C. Barrow, of the 
University of Georgia. 

Judge Andrew J. Cobb, in a signed 
communication, says: “As the 
week draws to its close the hour 
of meditation arrives. The week- 
end reflections of one, who holds 
no commission, is clothed with no 
authority, has no official responsi- 
bility, a mere citizen, reared, train- 
ed, living in the faith that the law 
is supreme and the only refuge of 
the right to live, must be somewhat 
as follows: 

“A red week. 

“Three murders in one day. 

“The life of an excellent woman 
destroyed by a fiend. 

“Provoke Envy of Demons.” 

“One suspected only, not shown 
in any legal way to be guilty, in 
all probability innocent, killed by 
ruffians and bandits in a manner 
that must provoke the envy of the 
demons of hell. 

“The law murdered. 

“The murder of the law is a far 
graver offense than the murder of 
a human being. 

“Organized government has sur- 
vived, and can again survive -the 
murder of human beings. When 
the law dies, government dies; all 
things desirable die; chaos reigns 
and anarchy is enthroned. 

“Choose you this day whom ye 
will serve, the law or anarchy. Let 
your thoughts, your words, your 
deeds be such that the red week 
will return no more, forever.”

Blind optimism, however, 
based nut upon facts, but facts, he 
admitted, was more dangerous tnhun 
reasoned pessimism, , 

“We can only judge the future 
by the past, so let us face the facts 
of the recent past and then thuse 
of the present, the period of the 


years and also these eventful days 
of the new year,” he said. - 

“The productive capacity of this 
country about the year 1900 equal- 
ed its home consumption. From 
that time until the outbreak of the 
war in 1914 production gradually 
and steadily increased beyond our 
domestic needs, due largely to the 
lack of a merchant marine, the lack 
of a definite governmental | for- 
eign policy, and the absence of 
large international trading com- 
panies. For two or three years 
prior to the: outbreak of the world 
war business was showing signs of 
stagnation. Many students of busi- 
ness and economics believe the war 
saved this country from a serious 
business depression,” he continued. 

“With the war came an avalanche 
of orders ‘for all our products, As 
belligerent governments did against 
each other the movement was ac- 
celerated. When we entered the 
conflict in such a colossal way, 
business tied the heaviest welght to 
be had -to the safety valve, and 
everything wént ahead with full 
steam until the day of the arm- 
istice. Following that eventful day 
business paused for a brief spell, 
and it seemed for a few weeks as if 
we might get our bearings and start 
on the way to a peace basis. Vain 
hope! How much better it would 
have been if we had! The moe 
n?fentum that had been gathered by 
the war would not let the machine 
slow down. With paper fortunes 
for nearly everybody, with govern- 
ments unable to reduce their expen- 
| ditures, with high outlays of capi- 
tal expenditures, with unskilled la- 
bor drawing compensation equal to 
that of trained and experienced ex- 
ecutives, there dawned what might 
be termed ‘the automobile-silk 
shirt age.’” ne said. 

“Many business men 
off their feet. Colleg& professors, 
Statisticians and economists. pro- 
duced bales of figures and argu- 
ments to prove that a new day had 
dawned and that prices never would 
drop to a pre-war level. 

“The most serious obstacle con- 
fronting us ‘n the present situation 
is the fact ‘hat our productive ca- 
pacity is geared up to about 30 per 
cent more than our home consump- 
tion. Our rational prosperity will 
be measured by our ability to de- 
velop stable foreign markets for 
our surplus production. 

“Prior to the way our principal 
foreign customers were England, 
Germany, France, Russia, Italy and 
Austria-Hungary. The latest re- 
liable figures as to the financial) 
condition of these countries are not 
encouraging. 

“Compared with the other bel- 
ligent nations we came out of the 
war almost unscratched, both as to 
our man-power and wealth,” said 
Mr. Johnson. 

“The finan-ial and business. situa- 

tion of these anon ong nations is 
gloomy, but they e the future 
with courage. They must. have help. 
They ask for credit, not for alms; 
they ask for co-operation, not for 
charity. ‘Help us to help ourselves’ 
is their only plea. Their fields 
must produce more raw materials. 
The fires in their furnaces must be 
rekindled. The shuttles [In their 
looms must oe restarted and quick- 
ened. The confidence of commerce 
must bring together nations in bar- 
ter. and trade. — 
» “We cannot answer their appeal 
with ‘I am nof my brother's keeper.’ 
Such an answer is not in keeping 
with our religious principles nor 
the ideals of our generous and just 
American people. Moreover our own 
welfare and business prosperity is 
too closely interwoven with their 
fate to permit anything but stimu- 
lating and strategic service. 

“How well are we equipped to 
help in the restoration of Garobe?

Similar to Other Movements.

Decision Being Watched. 


But having piled up this surplus 
before the new law was passed, 
what is the Burlington to do with 
it? In a little over ten years 
Lackawanna increased its surplus 
from $24,395,000 to $89,304,000; 
Atchison from $19,985,000 to $151.- 
626,000; Louisville from $18,130,000 
to $80,488,000; Union Pacific from 
$42,796,000 to $222,844,000. These 
companies and others are watching 
to see what will be allowed by the 
ee in the case of Burling- 
on. 

In the old days railroads declared 
stock dividends whenever a surplus 
could be built up, and then charged 
all improvements to capital, some of 
them afterwards: going into bank- 
ruptcy. Back in 1883 even Great 
Northern declared an extra dividend 
in bonds. But in recent years there 
has grown up quite a different 
viewpoint. For example, here is 
One court decision on the subject: 

“If a company has charged rates, 
not alone adequate to pay a fair 
and reasonable profit to the stock- 
holders but also to permit the 
building out of earnings of exten- 
sions and improvements aggregat- 
ing as much as the total invest- 
ment of the security holders, there 
is some justice in the argument that 
unless this has been done for the 
benefit of the consumer it repre- 
sents pure extortion.

“Prosperity ig being retarded by 
the buyers’ strike,” is a phrase that 
is heard much of at present, indi- 
cating that the ultimate consumer 
is still unwilling to buy freely, ex- 
cepting where atelety necessary. 
Unemployment, reduction in wages, 
business losses and actual lack of 
funds account for the continued 
slowness of the retail trades, to @ 
large extent, but it is still very 
evident that many people who could 
buy much more freely are not doing 
so, possibly because still waiting 
for further rediictions in prices. 
Retail quotations for many things 
are very much below the levels of 
a few months ago. 

It is commented upon by observ: 
ers in various centers that such re- 
ductions oftentimes have been made 
on the less desirable goods and that 
the better qualities are still greatly 
above the level at which a material 
increase in sales can be expected. 
The slowness of retail trade in 
many centers is otherwise explained 
as being due mostly to the general 
attitude of waiting throughout the 
business world. It is frequently re- 
ported that steel cqnsumers, copper 
users, etc., are in need of supplies, 
but are waiting for prices to settle, 
or waiting for someone else to start 
buying. he same attitude seems 
to be more or less prevalent in the 
minds of the ultimate consumers. 
From all signs and omens, however, 
it is firmly believed in retail cir- 
cles that business will show a great 
improvement in the next few weeks. 


Imports Cause Concern. 


The increasing imports of manu- 
factured goods, food products and 
other material, including textiles 
and ciothing, is causing some con- 
cern in political and industrial cir- 
cles, particularly as these imports 
have been romeot in in many cases 
at prices considerably under even 
the present depressed market for 
competing goods here. The exchange 
handicap in favor of the shipper 
from abroad and cheaper labor in 
Europe make underselling the 
American market in many things 
an. easy task, and the only reason 
that there has no sooner been a 
flooding of this market with for- 
eign goods has been the lack of raw 
materials and of selling organiza- 
tions abroad.

Washington, February 19.—The 
bureau: of markets, charged with 
the enforcement of the United 
States futures act, acknowledged to- 
day that it is powerless to remedy 
the wide range and unfair differ- 
ences in prices placed upon various 
grades of cotton, but points out the 
value of producers educating them- 
selves as to spinning value of all 
grades, and to thus avoid “the folly 
of selling low grades at excessive 
discounts below the true values.” 

The statement was called forth 
by Senator Harris having brought 
to the attention of congress, and 
then the bureau, these unwarranted 
wide differences in the price range 
as particularly set out in a letter 
from W. H. Burwell, of Sparta, Ga., 
which was inserted in The Record. 

The statement of Chief George 
Livingston, of the bureau of mar- 
kets, follows in part: 

“Tt is a well-known fact that the 
differences between middling and 
other grades of cotton continued to 


widen constantly as the basis price 
advanced. However, since the de- 
cline in cotton, which set in last 
Ju:y, differences in value between 
the various grades have decreased 
or narrowed considerably, and it 
seems probable that they may be 
contracted still further in the near 
future.

However, so long as producers and 
others continue to sell their product 
at a discount from its true value, 
there is nothing that this bureau 
can do, so far as I can see, except 
to point out the spinning value of 
all grades of cotton, and by infer- 
ence the folly of selling low grades 
at excessive discounts in price be- 
low its true value. 

“As you are already aware, the 
bureau has conducted spinning tests 
to determine the relative loss in 
manufacturing processes of the va- 
rious grades of cotton and the re- 
sults of these tests have been pub- 
lished in bulletins which have been 
given free distribution. These bul- 
letins should be of great educa- 
tional value, not only to spinners.

The stee) market has been ex- 
tremely quiet, with consumers ex- 
pecting further price reductions, 
and holding off from buying for 
that reason.

Pair foreign business has been 
reported in copper at prices around 
13 cents a pound, but domestic buy- 
ing still continues light. A recent 
indication of the determination of 
producing interests to force better 
conditions was the financing where- 
by 400,000,000 pounds of surplus 
metal Wes withdrawn from the mar- 
ket for an indefinite period. Fur- 
thermore, adaitional reduction of 
present outpyt has been made by 
a number of the larger mining com- 
panies. 

Cotton has been firmer, partly as 
a result of the re-opening of more 
textile mills here and abroad and 
partly on more definite indications 
that the acreage for the next crop 
will be greatly reduced. Ground 
preparation is oing forward in 
some districts of the belt and what 
can be learned of it shows that 
planters are not going to even pre- 
pare as much acreage for all crops, 
and that more space will be given 
to grain than in many years. Early 
estimates of probable acreage reduc- 
tion indicate that it will be some- 
where close to 25 per cent less than 
‘was planted in cotton last year.

UNUSUAL SITUATION 
-- IN VEGETABLE OILS 


At the end of the year, 1920, it 
is matural that we feel like review- 
_ ing’ the conditions that have made 
that year one’ of the most. unusual 
in the history of the vegetable oil 
trade. Never before have we had 
in guch a short space of time such 
' flugtuations, and _ proportionately 
such a large drop in prices. 
x The conditions which during the 
war put up prices of all commodi- 
- tiles would naturally be reversed 
' with the declaration of peace, and 
_-it was to be expected that immedi- 
' ately following same we would have 
’ a prolonged term of declining prices. 
Such was not the case, however. 
and about August, 1919, we had 
higher prices for many kinds of 
vegetable olls than even during the 
war. 

With the falling off in production, 
prices naturally climbed. Eventual- 
ly, however, they reached a point 
beyond the consumer's grasp. Mean- 

- time savings had been dissipated, 
net earnings reduced by tremendous 
- taxation, and s0, as we might say, 
the end of the rope was reached. 
_ §till, it was not reasonable to sup- 
' pose that this would mean immedi- 
ately a tremendous drop. The fed- 
eral reserve board, however, realiz- 
ing the danger of the situation, put 
the screws on the inflation, and 
fnoney became scarcer and scarcer. 
This action, added to an already 
tense situation, developed by the 
natura! conditions, undoubtedly 
brought about a much ‘more rapid 
' collapse than otherwise would have 
| been the case. 

In the* genera! tumble of prices 
*yegetable oils fared about as well— 
or as badly—as other commodities. 

Vegetable oils today, especially 
cotton seed oil, are exceedinglv 
cheap. They are within the reach 
of all. Irrespective of whether earn-

“It should be borne in mind that 
the relation of this bureau to the 
cotton market is that of an observer 
whose business it is to record the 
facts but does not determine what 
the facts shall be. It has no price- 
fixing powers and cannot compel 
buyers to'pay any differentials that 
might be advocated by the govern- 
ment of the basis of intrinsic value. 
The markets are being quoted on 
the basis of the spot transactions 
which take place therein. 

Can Only Record. 

“So long as any market makes its 
quotations in line with actual spot 
sales, this bureau can only record 
such quotations for publication and 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
requirements of the United States 
cotton futures act with respect to 
the settlement of future contracts 
made on the exchanges in accord- 
ance with the United States cotton 
futures act. 

“I regret that I cannot make a 
more definite suggestion for a rem- 
edy for the situation of which Mr. 
Burwell complains, but I know of 
no way of overcoming the law of 
supply and demand as between the 
various grades of cotton except as 
indicated above through education 
of both producers and consumers 4s 
to the true spinning value of the 
various grades of cotton, as the sit- 
uation depends upon their accept- 
ing the facts and acting upon them. 
I feel confident that the cotton in- 
dustry and the people of the United 
States generally would oppose gov- 
ernmental price-fixing with the reg- 
ulations that would certainly fol- 
low aS a necessary consequence.”

Nothing can illustrate this bet- 
ter than the following official fig- 
ures on importations of other oils 
and oil-bearing seeds, especially 
Oriental ones. Tota] importations 
of cocoanut oil, soya bean oil, pea- 
nut oil and nut oil, olive oil, palm 
oil, paim kernel] oil and cotton seed 
oil, plus the cocoanut oil contained 
in -the copra imported, give the fol- 
lowing figures: 

Total importation during the pe- 
riod from August 1, 1917, to July 
$1, 1918, 1,023,321,184 pounds. 

For the period. from, August 1, 
1918, to July 31, 1919, 1,042,901.124 
pounds. 

For the period from August 1, 
1919, to July 31, 1920, we already 
find’ a decrease, with a total im- 
portation of 895.628,140 pounds. Since 
August 1, however, a tremendous de- 
crease has taken place, the total 
importations for the months of Au- 
gust, September and October amount- 
ing to only 119,701,687 pounds. or 
at the rate of less than. 500,000,000 
pounds a year. In other words, less 
than one-half of the preceding year. 

And while, therefore, the immedi- 
dte outlook might be uncertain, the 
fundamental conditions prevailing 
at the present time certainly seem 
to indicate a scarcity of oil next 
summer, with very much _ higher 
prices as a result. After a com- 
modity has-declined from 25 cents 
down to 5 1-2 cents a pound, as has 
been the case with crude cotton 
seed oil, there is certainly more room 
at the top than there is at the bot- 
tom.—National Provisioner.

We don't let wrestlers go quite 
as far as that in America. But since 
Frank Gotch perfected the toe 
hold and went around crippling his 
opponents by twisting and break- 
ing or dislocating their ankles ev- 
ery grappler has tried to invent 
Some new torturing device. The 
original purpose or wréestling—to 
put an opponent’s shoulders to the 
mat—-has become a mere incident. 
Modern wrestlers try to torture an 
opponent until he gives up and 
rolls over to save himself from 
serious injury. 

There ought to be a wrestling 
commission to make rules that will 
<Overn mat contests. Toe holds. 
headiocks and similar devices in- 
tended to cripple or torture or in- 
jure should be classed with the 
foul blows forbidden in boxing. 
phe present American champton 
“Strangler” Ed Lewis, is master of 
the headlock—a trick he perfected 
by years of practice and that has 
beaten several men whom he mircht 
not have been able to put down in 
stroicht wrestling, 

The headlock consists of grip- 
ping a man’s heard in the crook of 
one arm, the forearm  “lockine”’ 
across the jaw or side of the hesd 
and the pressure increased by pull. 
ing with the other hand. using the 
mechanical principle of the nut- 
cracker. 

Practiced on Wooden Dummy. 

Lewis is six feet tall, weighs 228 
pounds and is powerfully built. He 
has developed a tremendous squeeze 
_with his headlock by practicing 
Several vears on a wooden dummy 
—Jjust as the Japanese Jiu Jitsu 
men toughen their hands for Jiu 
Jitsu blows by continually pound 
ing with the edge of the hand on 


heavy planks. 
The deadly effect of the headlock 
has been shown in several recent 
Stecher and 


bouts, when Zbvszko.,

Lewis took the championship 
| trom Stecher at the seventy-first 
regiment armory, New York, last 

December 13, in one hour, forty- 
one -minutes and fifty-six seconds. 
He clamped seven headlocks on 
stecher and finally finished him. 
Stecher may never come back as a 
championship possibility. 

The deadly headlock is said to 
have displaced vertebrae in his neck 
causing pressure on the. spinal 
nerve and paralysis of one arm and 
shoulder. Even if this disappears 
Stecher won't be in shape to resist 
any more headlocks. In a recent 
bout with Earl Caddock Lewis 
ended a long struggle by clamping 
the headlock on again, rendering 
Caddock unconscious. 

Off the mat, Lewis is a pleasant 
sort of a fellow, but at work he’s a 
regular cave man. With tremend- 
ous strength, endurance and de- 
termination he deliberately wears 
his opponents down by occasionally 
clamping on a headlock until they 
are ready for the final grip. Often 
he feigns distress. only to catch 
his man off guard and leap through 
the air to get him with a headlock. 

He jumps like a huge cat. 

His real name is Robert Frelfd.- 
rich and he was born at Frankfort. 
Ky., thirty years ago. The name 
“Strangler Lewis” was borrowed 
from a famous wrestler of twenty 
five years azco—the original Strang 
ler Lewis whose specialty was the 
strangle hold that has been barre’ 
since his time. 

Lewis has been ranked in the 
three best wrestlers in America for 
five years. Anril 13, 1919, he lost 
to Stecher In four hours and twen- 
ty-nine m'‘nutes of wrestling. Lewis 
went to the mat 35 times in that 
contest, and Stecher was down 20. 

Stecher’s Little Specialty. 

Joe Stecher has a nice little trick 
of his own. Over six feet tall, 
weighing 205 pounds, with a thicrzr 
neck and powerful legs and only 
moderately developed arms and 
shoulders, the small head of an old 
Greek athlete, wearing his hair in 
a college boy bank, he doesn’t look 
the wrestler type as much as Lewis. 
Born on a farm at Dodge, Neb., Joe 
and his elder brother Tony began 
wrestling when they were young- 
sters. 

At an amateur tournament Farm- 
er Burns, the famous old wrestling 
champion who developed Frank 
Gotch, saw Joe and advised him to 
make better use of his legs, which 
appeared to be his strong point.

N. 0. RACING 


New Orleans, La., February 19.— 
(Special.)*—Governor Parker, of 
Louisiana, intends to impress upon 
the minds of the southern racing 
moguls the fact that while he is in 
the state executive chair, he is go- 
ing to run things as he thinks they 
should be run. In other words, he 
is going to chaHenge ‘some of the 
racing. barons to carry out their ru- 
mored threat to sult themselves 
about when and how the races are 
conducted. 

Governor Parker opened his fight 
with the racing fraternity when he 
served notice on them that if rac- 
ing was continued through lent it 
would automatically end the sport 
for all the time he was governor. 
This assertion was brought on, it 
is said, by the attitude of the New 
Orleans racing colony in arranging 
to prolong the winter meetings 
through the holy season. 

The state executive declares he 
has no objection to racing properly 
conducted, but he is now compeiled 
to act by the attitude of some of 
the promoters who have practically 
defied him to stop the game. He 
declares he never tried to curb the 
sport, but felt he had a right to‘ 
seek the co-operation of those be- 
hind it, and when this was denied 
the controversy quickly reached a 
state where it was a “show-down” 
and he was compelled to take a

IS PECULIAR 
TO MAT STARS 


Have the wnré@stlers developed a 
new disease peculiar to their game 
or are they merely succumbing to 
an eye trouble as the result of 
fierce straining during matches? 
Jim Londos, Greek champion; John 
Freeburg. one of the leading heavy- 
weights, and Wladek Zbyszko are 
all having trouble with diseased 
eyes. Zbyszko was the first to be- 
come a victim of the strange mal- 
ady. Freeburg was the next suf- 
ferer and now Jim lLondos is a 
victim, and may lose the sight of 
one eye, according to a Chicago 
specialist. 

A half-dozen specialists have in- 
vestigated the optic troubles of 
these men and not a mother’s son 
of the half-dozen will venture an 
opinion as.to what the trouble is. 
Zbyszko first notfced his 
trouble after a match 
Mornes. Oné of his optics became 
inflamed, was painful and greatly 
interfered with his work, because 
the pain increased whenever he 
applied pressure to the hold on an 
opponent. “Abyszko was obliged to 
give up work temporarily, and un- 
der the most attentive and drastic 
treatment his disabled optic im- 
proved much, but did not fully re- 
cover. 

_ Freeburg apparently contracted 
his trouble in a match in Chicago. 
the inflam- 
mation came from resin dust, which 
he had reason to believe had gotten 
into the eye. The symptoms were 
almost identical to those of Zbysz- 
After a week or. ten 
days both of Freeburg’s eyes were 
infected and he was forced to seek 
relief in a hospital He is round- 
ing into good shape again, but his 
optics give him much pain when he 
strains to apply pressure on ahold. 

Londos just returned east from 
California. He as in the best of 
condition when he left the coast, 
but when he arrived in Chicago 
four days Iater his eyes were in a 
terrible condition from inflamma- 
tion and neglect incident to travel. 
He complains that his vision is 
vanishing. On his arrival in Chica- 
zo he declared he could not see 
more than 20 feet away.

The Southern league season of 
1885 opened on April 15, with At- 
lanta playing at Augusta, Nashville 
at Columbus, Chattanooga at Ma- 
con and Memphis at Birmingham, 
but there were no 1 to 0 games 
Played on that day and the only 
shut-out that then cropped up real- 
ly wasn’t a shut-out. There was 
trouble in the Memphis-Birming- 
ham conflict and the umpire had 
to award it the Birmingham by a 
score of 9 to 0. When the trouble 
came to head Birmingham was 
on the g end of an 8 to 3 score. 
Parsons pitched this game for Bir- 
mingham and Hart, probably Bill 
Hart, of Bond Hill, Ohio, was the 
Memphis moundsman. 

The Openers. 
The scores of the‘ other kickoff 


controversies al: ran into double 
figures, Atlanta defeating Augusta, 
10 to 1; Nashville conquering Co- 
lumbus, 11 io 9, and Macon beating 
Chattanooga, 19 to 2. 

The Southern league pitcher of 
1885 pounded hardest on opening 
day is now the only one heard of 
in baseball circles, and he only is 
heard of occasionally, when he digs 
up an able athlete for the Yan- 
kees.

pert and Huston—as one of their 
scouts. Bob, despite the pounding, 
he received on April 15, 1885, didn’t 
desert the slab and managed to win 
a few games for Cleveland Ameri- 
can association and National league 
teams, though in fast company he 
is better remembered as a Jack of 
all trades than as a boxman, 

Getting back to the 1 to 0 games, 
Parsons certainly deserved to win 
his game of June 3, 1885, for he 
let the Columbus team acquire 
only one safety—a single by its 
pitcher, Clark. Clark refused to 
permit the Birminghams to get 
any long blows, but they hopped 
him for eight one spots and man- 
aged to score a run in the seventh. 

Six days later Memphis won over 
Nashville 1 to 0 in ten innings, 
with Mysterious Masran pitching 
against Aleck Voss. The hits in 
this contest were even—six apiece 
—and Nashville apparently should 
have won the game, for two of her 
wallops were doubles, one was a 
triple and her opponents blunder- 
ed six times. But there was some- 
thing wrong with Nashivile’s inside 
work, as a total of eleven men left 
on bases shows.

Editor Constitution: During the five years, 
1916 to 1920, inclusive, the average rate for 
1,000 cubic feet of gas received by the gas 
company by years was as follows: 

In 1916 the average rate per 1,000 cubic 

was 98S cents. 
1917 the average rate per 1,000 cubic 
feet was 98 cents. 

In 1918 the average rate per 1,000 cubic 

was 98 cents, 

1919 th eaverage per 1,000 cubic 

was $1.11. 

1920 the average rate per 1,000 cubic 

was $1.19. 
* During the period from 1916 to 1920, in- 
clusive, the following were the increas¢s 
in the costs of the main items entering 
into the cost of making gas: 

Between 1916 and 1920 labor increased 133 
per cent. 

Between 1916 and 1920 gas coal Increased 
157 per cent, 

Between 1916 and 1920 gas oil increased 
152 per cent. ? 

All the other costs increased in the same 
proportion. 

Rate of Increase. 

The above figures show that the rate paid 
for gag between the year 10916 and the end 
of the year 1920 has increased approximately 
21 per cent, while the cost of the materials 
consumed in making the gas increased nearly 
150 per cent. 

The final result of these increases in 
the costs of labor and materials caused the 
actual money cost, of making gas, including 
taxes (but not including any return on any 
value of the plant—not even one dollar) 
to increase from 55 cents per thousand cu- 
bic feet in 1916 to $1.19 per thousand cubic 
feet in 1920, 


To put the above increases graphically in 
another way: 

In 1920 it required $2.33 to secure less ef- 
fiicent labor than $1 secured in 1916. 

In 1920 it required $2.57 to buy as much 
gas coal as $1 would pay for in 1916. 

In 1920 it required $2.32 to purchase as 
much gas oil as $1 would purchase in 1916. 

The above figures were submitted to the 
railroad commission and on that basis, to- 
gether with other facts, they reached their 
recent decision as te the gas rates. 

This problem is a business problem. It 
required knowledge of the facts and the ap- 
plication only of the above principle to 
solve it justly. 


Cost Increase 26 Per Cent, 

The increases in money cost of furnishing 
the service in the other departments of the 
company—street railroad, electric light and 
power—for the period 1916 to 1920, both in- 
clusive, were equally as great as in the gas 
department, approximating 150 per cent. The 
average increase in the rates of the com- 
pany in all departments for the same period, 
1916 to 1920, both inclusive, was approxi- 
mately 26 per cent. The rates must be ia- 
creased relatively and equally to the in- 


service, if that service is to be main- 
tained. - This is an economic law that no 
amount of abuse can change. 

During the same period of years, 1916 to 
1920, both inclusive, the Georgia Railway 
and Power company actually spent to im- 
prove the service in all departments—gas, 
«treet railroad and electric light and power— 
$8,612,000, and bought on credit Tugaloo 
equipment costing a million dollars addi- 
tional. So the entire expenditures of the 
Georgian Railway and Power company for im- 
proving the service in the five years which 
cover the war period and the two years 
fellowing amount to approximately ten mil- 
lion dollars. This hag been accomplished 
tuongh the rates received by the company 
in payment for its services at no time during 
the period of five years have been rates 
which would ‘‘give a just return on a fair 
valuation.’’ The company, in other words, 
hae used its high credit to borrow money to 
furnish the public of Atlanta service at Jess 
than cost during the five years, 1916 to 
1220, inclusive. 

Richmond Comparison, 

The Richmond nimnicipal gas plant has 
been used as a comparison. The gas rate 
in Richmond is $1.30 | ed thousand cubic feet 
and was put into effect in August, 1920. 
The Richmond gas plant serves only a re- 
stricted and the most profitable area in the 
city of Richmond, and the plant is wholly 
inadequate to even do that. A number of

the expenses of nYaking gas are paid out of 
the general tax funds and not charged to 
tne cost of making gas. The complete story 
is always. the same with municipally-owned 
plants, and the advocates of public ovner- 
ship only tell part of the truth or actual 
untruth in order to mislead the public. 
Memphis has also been used. The gas rate 
in Memphis has just been reduced from 
$1.75 per thousand cubic feet to $1.35 per 
thousand cubic feet. Electric and gas rates 
were recently fixed in Memphis to yield a 
fair return on the combined electric and gas 
property which was recently valued, At the 
request of the city of Memphis, the pnblic 
service commission fixed the electric rates 
higher than they ought to be and put 
the gas rate at a lower figure than it ought 
to be, using the surplus earnings from the

Philadelphia, February 19.—Secre- 
tary of State Colby, speaging before 
the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science here tonight on 
his recent trip to South Africa, 
said he saw enough to realize that 


upon the people of the United 
States is to re-examine every pos- 
tulate with which they approach 
the contemplation or the study of 
the great republics of Latin-Ameri- 
can union, introduced the _ secre- 


“We never can bring our rela- 
tions to the peoples of Latin-Ameri-4 
ca to the point of intimacy, confi- 
dence and respect,” he said, “‘un- 
til we realize that we must find 
the right psychological approach to 
Latin-America. That means the 
correction of most of our assump- 
tions and the studious and open- 
minded appreciation of life in South 
America, intelligently considered.” 

“The great barrier to American’ 
progress abroad is language,” Sec- 
retary Colby continued. “Until 
the utterly unfounded fallacv that 
English will carry you around the 
world is exploded, and until the 
men whom we send as representa- 
tives, either diplomatic, consular 
r commercial, to the coyntries of 
wzitin-America can speak the beau- 
tiful tongue of the Spaniard or the 
Portuguese. our progress will be 
halting and disappointing. 

Wants Language Taught. 

“I wish our schools would clean 
out the rubbish from their curricu- 
la with which they agitate the 

outhful mind without improving 
t. Better than a smattering of 
botany, biology, zoology, astrono- 
my, trigonometry, plane, spherical 
or anything else, the youth of 
America should be schooled in lan- 
guages. Language is the key which 
not only opens the riches and the 
stores of great literatures, but 
opens the doors’ of influential, 
profitable human contacts with 
great peoples. The ordinary grad- 
uate of an American academy or 
college knows nothing to do with 
his smatterings of science except 
to. forget them. ; 

The ¢ountries of South America, 
said the secrétary, are not at all 
what the generality of people in the 
United States suppose them to De. 

Ready to Instruct. 


“They are quite as ready to give 
profitable instruction as they are 
in need of any and give that in- 
struction to us,” he said, ‘Instead 
of being staggered by our econom- 
ic strength, our rapidly expanding 
population, our unmistakable eco- 
nomic and financial authority in the 
world, they feel quite abje to hold 
her own instead of envying us. 
I think it quite as true to say that 
there are many developments which 
they behold in this country which 
are unattractive and even repel- 
lant and from which they hope in 
some way or other to protect them- 
selves.” 

The American who succeeds !n 
the Tatin-American countries, said 
Mr. Colby, will be the man who as- 
sists them in the solution of their 
problems.

Chicago, February 19.—Official 
records and Red Cross reports to-

Two days later the Americans 
captured the ground where he had 
been buried, and when the body was 
removed to the American cemetery 
at Bouvillers, France, it was identi- 
fied as that of Kendall. 


Kendall crept out of the American 
trenches to investigate the German 
lines, and was never seen again: 
but from German prisoners ~~ 
the same night his comrades Jearn- 
ed he was taken prisoner.

Says Forecaster 


Freezing Weather Excellent 
+ for Fruit Crops, Asserts 
Von Herrmann. 


The snappy cold, drizzling and 
drab, that smote Atlanta between 
the municipal eyebrows Saturday, 
is due to continue through Sunday, 
with a pean ety of clearing up 
oe the late hours of the day, 
according to C. F. von Herrman, 
forecaster, who foresaw early Sat- 
urday the possibility of sleet and 
Snow early Sunday. Advices from 
Washington are a little bit more 
cheerful, however, reading: “Clear- 
ing’ and colder.” 

r. vOn Herrman says that the 
freezing weather is an excellent 
thing for the fruit crops and urges 
Atlantans who feel inclined to 
scowl at the 28 degree temperaturé 
predicted for Sunday morning to 
thin'’s twicé and realize that while 
it may be bad for their intended 
motor trips and golf pastiming, it 
is doing its share of good. 

Rain, sleet and snow were the 
trouble-makers which had headed 
from the mouth of the Mississippi 
early Saturday, the rain arriving 
in Atlanta before dark, Mr. von 
Herrman constantly expecting the 
arrival of the other two of the 
precipitant party. 

Despite the fact that Mr. von 
Herrman expects the temperature 
to be low all during Sunday and 
then for several days after the ex- 
pected clear-up Sunday night, he 
does not believe that the low mark 
of 21 degrees, set on Christmas 
Day, will be broken by the impend- 
ing cold spell. 

Storm warnings along the coast 
and a general! disturbance through- 
out the southeast and the south- 
west make it absolutely inevitable 
that Atlanta bear its share -of the 
bad weather that seems to. be 
sweeping the entire country. Mem- 
phis, Tenn., Little Rock and Hot 
Springs, Ark., report rather heavy 
falls of snow during the past twen- 
ty-four hours. 


1,600 POUNDS T.NLT. 
FAILED 10 SINK SHIP 


Naval Officers Tell of Bomb 
Experiment Tried on 
Old Battleship. 


Washington, February 19.—In the 
course of another argument today 
before the senate naval committee 
as to the relative worth of capital 
ships and flying machines, high na- 
val officers disclosed that a bomb, 
weighipg 1,600 pounds loaded with 
T N T had been exploded recently 
aboard the old battleship Indlana 
without destroying any part of the 
vessél below its protective deck. 

The explosion, the officer said, 
would not have sunk the sh'p and 
did not damage her below the water 
line, despite the fact that her hull 
was not nearly so strong as those 
of modern super-dreadnaughts. 

The officers were called before the 
committee after Rear Admiral Wi)}- 
liam F. Fullfam, retired, former su- 
perintendent of the naval academy, 
had urged suspension of part of the 
1916 building program to determine 
the future value of capital ships in 
view of the developments of aircraft 
and submarines. 

“One Piane Affair.” 


The admiral told the committee 
that the American naVy as now con- 
stituted was “a one plane affair,” 
with surface ships only, was disor- 
ganized and unprepared for war. He 
urged that the money saved by sus- 
pending work onthe ships be given 
to the immediate development of the 
air forces and submarines so that 
the navy might speedily be convert- 
ed into what he called ‘a three 
plane fighting machine,” composed 


of battleships, aircraft and submar- 


ines. 

Admiral! Coontz, chief of naval op- 
erations, called by Senator Poindex- 
ter, republican, Washington, who 
prepared the committee’s recent re- 
port favoring capita] ships, strongly 
opposed any suspension of work on 
the super-dreadnaughts and battle 
cruisers building or authorized. He 
said the naval general board believ- 
ed in submtarines and also in avia- 
tion and pointed out that it had 
asked congress to provide for two 
speedy airplane carriers to serve 
with the fleet. 


Approves Experiments. 


“The board,” said Admiral Coontz, 
“approves experiments in bombing 
and with torpedoes at sea on battle- 
Ships under radio control between 
now and June 1 and we must study 
the effect carefully. The board 
does not believe we should let up 
on battleships or battle cruisers. 
Every one should be pushed. With 


‘them we are as safe as possible until 


the air has been developed,” 

Similar views were expressed by 
Rear Admiral Taylor, chief con- 
structor of the navy and Rear Admir- 
al McVay, chief of naval ordnance. 

“Two nations are in advance of 
us with sixteen inch guns on their 
ships,” Admiral McVay said. “We 
have none and already suffer that 
disadvantage.”’ 

Captain T. T. Craven, chief of na- 
val aviation, told the committee 
that aviation had a bright future 
and that all nations were adding its 
power to their naval strength. 


$50,000 SUM RAISED 
FUR WORK IN IRELAND 


American Committee for Re- 
lief Gives Dinner at 
$100 Per Plate. 


Chicago, February 19.—Five hun- 
dred persons tonight raised $50,000 
for relief work in Ireland, by paying 
$100 each for a dinner given by the 
recently organized American com- 
mittee for relief in Ireland. The 
menu consisted of the usual variety 
of foods generally included in a 
formal dinner. 

Senator David I. Walsh, of Massa- 
chusetts, in an address told his 
audience that, while no American 
held any ill feeling against the 
English people or desired to create 
dissension between England and the 
United States, this country could 
not maintain a handsoff policy in 
regard to Ireland. 

“The people of Ireland today are 
passing through the valley of 
death,” said Senator Walsh. ‘More 
than one hundred towns havé been 
more or less burned and destroyed. 


Nearly a quarter of a billion dollars: - 


worth of property has been confis- 
cated. More than 200,000 men, wom- 
en and children are fn need. Indus- 
try has been destroyed.

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OVER FERTILIZERS 


Department of Agricul- 
ture Submits Bill to Sen- 
ate Giving It Supervision 
of Industry. 


Washington, February 19.—Re- 
sponding to the senate resolution 
introduced by Senator Fletcher, dem- 
ocrat, of Florida, the department of 
agriculture reported to the senate 
today that under the abnormal con- 
ditions stocks of fertilizer in the 
United States which at one time 
seemed inadequate now had develop- 
ed into a surplus, and submitted a 
bill which would give the depart- 


ment supervision over the fertil- 
iger industry. 

AS a result of what it termed the 
refusal of the fertilizer trade to 
take its losses and stabilize prices, 
the department reported, “it is probe 
able that considerable stocks of fer- 
tilizer materials amd of mixed fer- 
tilizers may be carried over the end 
of 1921 and even the spring 1922. 
Readjustment may exténd over @ 
period of 2 years, the department 
said. 

Season Is Late. 


The fertilizer season for the spring 

of 1921 is at least three months late, 
the report said. “The manufactur- 
ers,” the report asserted, “have not 
yet established a permanent price 
basis and while they are trying to 
sell at’ the highest possible prices, 
there is a great deal of re-selling 
and there are heavy cuts when 
large quantities are ordered for 
cash.” The present market the de- 
partment declared, is ‘largely a 
re-sale and a competitive market 
for such terms as can be obtained,” 
and with the buying power “sub- 
normal.” 

Stocks of nitrate of soda in the 
cOuntry were said to be sufficient 
for the entire year. Potash import- 
ers, the report declared, were caught 
with Migh priced materials in a fall- 
ing market, and 240,000 tons of ac- 
tual potash were estimated to have 
been avVailable last year as against 
237,000 in 1913. Imports of nitrate 
soda, which for last year were 
placed at 1,480,000 tons, were re- 
ported as continuing. 

Sales Drop. 

Sales of fertilizer in 1920 were 
estimated at 7,000,000 tons with the 
figures for the last part of this 
year about 60 per cent of normal, 
due to the falling prices for farm 
products. 

This situation was also said to be 
responsible for the failure of many 
of the fertilizer companies to collect 
for their credits extended to the 
farmers for the 1920 spring pur- 
chases and they were said to be 
experiencing difficulty in carrying 
their credits and arranging to fur- 
nish the farmers for this year. 


More Steps Taken 


To Check Typhus 
Entering Country 


New York, February 19.—Several 
additional steps were taken today 
to check entry of typhus into this 
country through the port of New 
York. 

One of the most important was 
arrival here of Surgeon General 
Cumming, of the United States pub- 
lic health service, to inspect the 
quarantine station, now under state 
control, which soon is to be taken 
over by the federal authorities. 

Another development was  an- 
nouncement that a force of extra 
men, including many = skilled in 
handling typhus and other contag- 
ious diseases in Cuba, Mexico and 
abroad) now were on their way to 
New York. ; 

De-Lousing Equipment 

A third preventive step was sup- 
plementing disinfecting equipment 
at the Hoffman Island detention 
station with material used by. the 
army in delousing world war vet- 
erans returning from overseas. 

A fourth innovation was the ac- 
tion of the heaith department in 
disinfecting foreign mail on incom- 
ing steamers, and in providing for 
disinfection of cars used by various 
railroads in transporting immi- 
grants’ belongings. The first let- 
ters to receive medical attention 
were those arriving on the steam- 
ship Cedric. 

While city heaith inspectors to- 
day watched incoming vessels, oth- 
ers detained nearly seventy-five 
immigrants arrivinginthis city af- 
ter having landed at Boston and 
Philadelphia. 

New Case Suspected 

An additional case of suspected 
typhus was reported to the health 
department late this afternoon, The 
patient, a seven-year-old boy, ar- 
rived from Italy thrée weeks ago. 
He was removed to a_ Brooklyn 
hospital and members of his fam- 
ily were isolated. . 

Health Commissioner Copeland 
n a statement fonight declared 
that he did not fawor absolute sus- 
pension of immigration to this 
country, but desired greater vigi- 
lance in the federal inspection of 
immigrants. vs 

“My recent visit to Europe, he 

said, “convinced me that many de- 
sirable people are anxious to come 
to America and they should be per- 
mitted to enter. ut, as long as 
quarantine conditions continue as 
ineffective as at present, every !m- 
migrant from disease-infested 
countries is a menace to our peo- 
le.”’ 
F Commissioner Copeland said he 
had’ received messages from indi- 
viduals and organizations through- 
out the country in regard to the ty- 
phus situation. He said these tn- 
guiries indicated a widespread ro if 
timent in favor of a stricted fed- 
eral inspection of immigrants.

Mr. Tobin said the correct form “it 
is I” sounds stilted and even egotis- 
tical and that it does no good to 
teach children forms of expression 
“outlawed by common usage and @ 
sense of good form.” He said he 
was not instructing his teachers to 
depart from grammatically correct 
usages, but uld not reprimand 
them if they did.

Julia Lester Dillon, of Augusta, 
chairman of forestry for the Geor- 
gia Federation and an expert horti- 
culturist, has issued a,bulletin to 
the club women, which, with the 
bulletin from the country life com- 
mittee, emphasizes the broad pa- 


triotic work the club women pro- 
pose to do towards the practical 
welfare, as well as the beautifying 
of their state. 

Mrs. Dillon says: 

“The slogan for the year in for- 
estry 18; 

‘Spare 
Pines. 

“If we can do these two things 
our year will be well spent. With 
this | am sending you a bulletin 
about the menace and control of 
the pine bark beetle. This bulletin 
and the information contained in it 
about the destruction of our pine 
forests is the first step. 

“Last summer I saw whole acres 
of beautiful pine trees with brown 
tips and drooping stems, bark bored 
in thousahds of places by the saw- 

yer brood always ready to attack— 
ter personally. I cut down and burn- 
ed fifteen pine trees that were in- 
fected. 

“We must lead in the saving of 
the pines for Georgia. The boll 
weevil is no more destructive than 
the pine bark beetle. Learn about 
it. The bureau of entomology, for- 
estry service, Washington, D. C., is 
having the bulletin 476 reprinted 
and if you” will write them will 
send you copies to help in your 
work. 

“Fighting insect pests is not as 
dramatic as planting hero groves 
and remembrance roads, but one 
pine forest of a thousand trees that 
has been growing fifty years or 
even ten years is worth many thou- 
sand of dollars. One tree saved is 
worth while. How many trees In 
your county need saving? Make a 
survey first—then call for com- 
munity action.

In the death of James Gibbon 


Huneker last week the art world 


lost one of the most picturesque 
figures, one of the most valuable 
writers of this generation. 

He was best known as music

garian parentage, his attitude to-

. The Story of the A. E. F. By ind 
ley Thomas, captain Twenty-sixth 
infantry, first division, A. E. F., the 
first complete account of the work 
overseas. The books has been in- 
dorsed by the war department, by 
General Alexander, who writes the 
foreword, and by General Summerall 
and Colonel Roosevelt. (Publishers, 
George H. Doran company, New 
York.) 

The book contains several fea- 
tures, in a controversial way, that 
will make it’ of special news as 
well as of historic value. 

Captain Thomas tells the true 
story of an action in the Meuse- 
Argonne, when three American divi- 
The author 
says that the news of this defeat 
was suppressed. 

The writer also gives a descrip- 
tion of an action Of which General 
Pershing’s staff and the war de- 
partment have no record—he was 
an eye-witness to this. 

Another interesting chapter shows 
that in spite of the general opinion 
about the importance of Belleau 
wood and Chateau-Thierry, the 
Blanc Mont battle was the big ac- 
tion of the Second division. In the 
march to Sedan the Forty-second 
division claims to have gotten there 
first, but Captain Thomas shows 
that the First division was the win- 
ner. The detail maps of troop po- 
sitions and the work done by them 
is very clearly shown. The map on 
Page 270 shows that the Thirtieth 
division did most of the work in 
the Somme offensive, 

This is a most interesting history 
of the world war and will be of 
special interest to Atlantans and 
Georgia as the author, Captain 
Thomas, was at one time at Camp 
Benning with the First division. 
He was born in Philadelphia in 1892. 
He was graduated from Yale in 
1915. In 1916 he attended the Platts- 
burg training camp; was commis- 
sioned first lieutenant, and was one 
of the 1,000 officers chosen from 
al] the training camps to be sent im- 
mediately overseas. He finally was 
assigned to Company lL, Twenty- 
sixth United States infantry, in the 
fae ch division of the American ex- 
peditionary forces. 

Immediately after the armistice 
Captain Thomas was ordered to at- 
tend the last course of the army 
intelligence school at Langres, 
France, and it was at this school 
that Captain Thomas began the 
compilation of his material for a 
history of the American fighting 
forces in France. 

In April, 1919, Captain Thomas 
was ordered back to the United 
States and was demobilized, and be- 


sociate director—yelled at the top 
of his voice as if he had suddenly 
gone out of his mind.

of one of the country’s biggest 
sheep men, J. A. Delfelder, of River- 
ton, Wryo., The demonstration 
“will be conducted upon the fenced 
land of A. K. Sessoms, of Cogdell, 
Ga., belonging. to A. K. Sessoms, 
of Cogdell, Ga., in Clinch and Ware 
counties. 


According‘ to statements by Mr, 
Sessoms, who has just returned aft- 
er two months’ absence in Mexico 
looking after his land holdings 
there, Mr, Delfelder wil] be here 


between now and April 

large herd of sheep, cad amma 
heruers with life-long experience 
will come to look atfer the sheep. 
Announcing Mr. Veifelder’s plans, 
ff. H. Abbott, secretary of the Geor- 
Sia association, says: “The. story 
of economic conditions prevailing 
in-the great live stock 
the west, which caused Mr. Delfel- 
der to turn his eyes toward the 
mild climate and the grass-covered 
hills and valleys of Georgia, and 
which will lead other western stock 
men to follow if Georgia will now 
do their part; the story of how 
Mr. Deifelder happened to come to 
Georgia instead of to some other 
southern state; how much it cost to 
get him here; what it is going ‘to 
require to_keep him here, and in- 
duce others ‘to follow; what it 
means to every county in Georgia 
to join in doing the things neces- 
Sary to make Mr. Delfelder’s demon- 


Stration successful is worthy the 
earnest consideration of every 
thoughtful man and woman in 
Georgia.”’ 


“It will, perhaps, surprise many 
when I say that it cost the Geor- 
gia Land Owners’ association less 
than $200 for all the advertising 
and effort involved in interesting 
Mr. Delfelder in Georgia. His first 
visit te Georgia came about be- 
cause the members of the Georgia 
Land Owners’ association desired to 
find some use for the millfon acres 
of idle land in the state. We were 
convinced that the cattle industry 
would be profitable, with the cat- 
tle tick eliminated, and we started 
in to destroy the tick. Personally, 
I also had much confidence in the 
State’s possibilities for sheep, but 
there were many more dogs than 
sheep here, and I was not sure that 
the uncontrolled cur was the only 
reason for the scarcity of the sheep. 

“I had, personally, known Mr. 
Delfelder for years as a successful 
and progressive stock man, and 
particularly as a sheep expert. l 
did not want to trust my own judg- 
ment, and tell folks outside the 
state that they could raise sheep 
here successfully unless it were 
really true. I knew that my friend 
Mr. Delfelder would know If I courd 
get him to take enough time out of 
his busy life to investigate. 

“Our directors authorized me to 
invite him to come to Georgia, not 
to look at land for somebody to sell 
him, but to tell us something about 
our land, and our grass, which we 
were not absolutely , certain that 
many of us knew. He came and 
brought Mrs. Delfelder. We showed 
them land and grass, occasionally 
a sheep or two, and many, many 
people. They liked the people they 
met everywhere, in the fifty coun- 
ties we drove them through, and 
believed more than they had heard, 
before coming, about southern hos- 
‘pitality. 

“And Mr. Delfelder all the time 
had his eyes and his ears open. 
told him we wanted him to tell us 
the truth about his impressions of 
Georgia as a potential sheep state;

OF FEDERAL ACCOUNTS 


Should Be Réferred to 
Colonel Coleman. 


Prompt settlement of all govern- 
ment accounts with local merchants 
is the object of the finance depart- 
ment of the army under the reor- 
ganizdtion plan, according to Colo- 
nel F. W. Coleman, finance officer 
for the fourth army corps, whd Sat- 
urday gave out information, through 
inquiry of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, regarding the workings 
of that army branch which will un- 
doubtedly interest business men of 
Atlanta, 

“The local finance office, located 
at the Candler warehouse, is now 
averaging monthly payments of over 
$1,600,000, with the loss of practical- 
ly no discounts,” said Colonel] Cole- 
man. “One of the big objects for 
which the finance department was 
created and upon which it justifies 
its existence, is to make prompt 
settlement of every obligation cre- 
ated by the war department.” 


Third in Rank. 


The Atlanta finance office, accord- 
ing to the standard of actual month- 
ly disbursement, ranks third in the 

nited States, being exceeded only 
by those of New York and Chicago, 
the two largest cities in the union. 

The finance department, accord- 
ing to the officer’s explanation, came 
into existence during the world war 
when it was seen that a need ex- 
isted for a special corps of trained 
experts to receive and disburse the 
enormous appropriations of funds 
and to decide the many complex fi- 
nance questions constantly arising. 
It was set up as a temporary or- 

anization by President Wilson, un- 

er the Overman act, and began to 
function immediately and efficient- 
ly under the guidance and contro! of 
Brigadier General Herbert M. Lord, 
appointed director of finance. In 
June, 1920, an act of congress made 
the department a permanent bureau. 

The slow and unsatisfactory work- 
ing of the plan whereby each bu- 
reau formerly handled its own ac- 
counts is pointed out. 

Pre-War System. 

“Under the pre-war system,” it 
was explained, “each of the many 
bureaus of the war department re- 
ceived from the secretary of war 
the funds which congress annually 
appropriated for it. Each had its 
own finance establishment. each 
made contracts, purchased its sup- 
Plies and paid its own bills by its 
own disbursing officers. In many 
cases there were five separate and 
distinct disbursing officers operat- 
in under their respective bureau 
chiefs in one city, with the corre- 
sponding heavy overhead expense 
for office space, clerks and equip- 
ment. Under such conditions it was 
perfectly *natural in the course of 
many years for as many different 
finance systems to grow up as there 
were bureaus Operating them.” 

Colonel Coleman, the local finance 
officer, was in conference with of- 
ficials of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce last week, and the 
chamber is authorized to invite 
contractors and others who have 
any outstanding accounts against 
the war department, whether old or 
new, to take up their cases directly 
with Colonel Coleman, who is par- 
ticularly anxious to keep the pres- 
ent procurements paid for to date 
_ to help get all old claims 
wiped off the slate.

Dear Mr. Candler: 

I want to recall to your mind 
certain things that I said to you 
recently in a conversation regard- 
ing your efforts in behalf of the 
friendless, hopeless, and needy lit- 
tle children of Georgia, whose fa- 
thers and mothers die or abandon 


them. 

These little ‘helpless ones passed 
in sad procession before my eyes 
the nine years that I served as 
judge of the Fulton county juve- 
nile court and I was always glad 
that Georgia had in the Georgia 
Children’s Home society a duly rec- 
ognized and organized society Ca- 
pable and always willing to take 
and care for these little ones. As 
a matter of fact the Georgia Chil- 
dren’s Home societ is the enly 
specialized, child-saving, child-plac- 
ing agency in the state and I never 
felt a hesitancy in turning over to 
them any child that came before 


me. 

What is to become of them? 
Shall they, as infants, be allowed to 
drift into the homes of the-yvicious 
or feeble-minded, unsupervised? 
Shall they, as they grow up, be 
left to their own devices to get 
their morals in the gutter, living 


the lives of street waifs and lodg- 


ing in dives and cheap hotels? In 
either event, they become a vast 
army of recruits to fill our jails, 
chain-gangs, penitentiaries and 
alms houses, or*become charges on 
our charity organizations. Such 
fate should be prevented. 

The Georgia Children’s Home 8o- 
ciety has been attacking this prob- 
lem in a constructive way. Their 
ideal is to place every homeless 
child in a home best suited to his 
or her needs. When a_ child _ is 
placed, he igs not forgotten. Offi- 
cial visitors from the society visit 
their various homes throughout the 
state to safeguard and enforce the 
interests and welfare of the wards 
placed in those homes. The society 
works on the idea that a good home 


is the best place for the rearing.

The Georgia Children’s Home so- 
ciety are acquiring a beautiful re- 
ceiving home on Ormewood avenue,

Small Models of Homes and 
Business Houses to Be 
Shown. 


The effects of efficient electric 
lighting.in homes, factories, stores 
and store window displays, will be 
graphically shown by means of 
small models brought to this coun- 
try Monday by the General Electric 
company and affillated concerns, 
and shown under the auspices of the 
Carter Electric company in this city. 
The show will be held Monday and 
Tuesday afternoons in Cable hall, 
at 2 o’clock. 

A revolving stage, with settings 
of factory rooms, stores and Hving 
rooms, is used for the demonstra- 
tion. Improper and old-fashioned 
lights are first shown, after which 
the upper: half of the stage is re- 
volved, bringing modern lighting 
equipment upon the same setting 
formerly inadequately illuminated.

Another interesting feature of the 
demonstration is*a store window, 
filled with electric appliances. 
Through a series of buttons, lights 
of various colors can be turned onto 
the window ‘from different anbles, 
giving a vivid idea of the effects 
which lighting can produce, and 
showing how correct store window 
illumination can increase*the appeal 
of the display to the public. 

The purpose of the display, which 
is being sent to the most important 
cities in the country, is to stimulate 
electric concerns to advertise and td 
cOmbat the tendency to reduce ad- 
vertising- owing to the business de- 
pression. It doeg not seek to sell 
the products of any one concern, 
being arranged merely to build up 
optimism among jobbers and retail- 
ers of electric appliances.

The state board of public wel- 
fare is doing splendid and most 
aighly commendable work in the 
organization of juvenile courts 
throughout Georgia; but its sphere 
of usefulness is woefully and un- 
justifiably circumscribed by the 
‘act that such courts have no legal 
authority to dispose of cases in 
which the child-defendant is ac- 
cused of a felonious breach of the 
law. 

In the case cited, for example, if 
the juvenile court, instead of the 
superior court had enjoyed “ex- 
clusive jurisdiction” of this boy’s 
case, the probabilities are that the 
youngster would have been pun- 
ished in a humane, reformative 
way, given an opportunity to gain 
an education, to reform and de- 
velop into a good and useful citi- 
zen, 

As it is, if he is not a so-called 
“hardened criminal” and a menace 
to society when he completes his 
chaingang sentence—his “course” 
under the tutelage of gang bosses 
and desperate convicts—it will be 
because of extraordinary strength 
of character on his part, and of 
his ability to combat the influence 
of his associates and environ- 
ments. 

Georgia is not doing the right 
thing by its juvenile wards by per- 
mitting this constitutional provi- 
sion to remain in force and effect 
—a provision that should be 
amended at the earliest possible 
moment, so as to give the juvenile 
courts and the board of public 
welfare the full prerogatives con- 
templated by the legislature that 
created them.

The general purpose of the 
movement is indicated by a state- 
ment from the executive staff of 
the Georgia Pharmaceutical asso- 
ciation to the effect that “we be- 
lieve that the jobbing and manu- 
facturing interests, whose interests 
coincide in a greater or lesser de- 
gree with those of the druggists, 
cannot afford to overlook this op- 
portunity for presenting to the 
trade and to the general public a 
visual conception of the strength, 
the solidarity and the importance 
of the drug trade and its allied 
lines.” 

It is proposed to make of this 
exposition a point of immediate 
contact between .the manufactur- 
ers. and wholesalers of drugs and 
sundries and the retail dealers in 
those commodities in the south; 
also a medium for the education of 
the retailers, their employers and 
the public-at-large, in all phases of 
the drug and sundries trade.

FOR THE HELPLESS. 


After almost half a century of 
service in behalf of all living 
things ‘that suffer, the Atlanta Hu- 
mane society has, for the first 


time in its history, made a public 
appeal for support in an organized 
campaign for a working fund of 
$10,000. 
Forty-eight years ago, before the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce, the 
Y. M. C. A., the Red Cross, the 
Salvation army, or any other of 
our present-day institutions of a 
civic development or humanitarian 
nature, was even thought of, the 
Atlanta Humane society was or- 
ganized and began its warfare 
against “cruelty in every form:” 
and it has continued its operations, 
without cessation, down to the 
present day. 

Through all of the intervening 
years the society has made no 
“drive” for either contributions or 
membership, the. few who were 
attracted to it through their per- 
sonal humane instincts furnishing 
its monetary-sinews, supplemented 
by an occasional free-will offering 
by some appreciative citizen out- 
side of its ranks. 

Thus has its capacity to serve 
‘been limited; and yet despite its 
| imitations, it has exerted upon the 


for good and relieved distress in 
thousands of instances. 

For this year it has mapped out 

a comprehensive plan of service— 
a plan that contemplates freeing 
the streets of Atlanta from owner- 
less and unwanted dogs and cats, 
thus to mimimize the. human peril 
of hydrophobia and other diseases 
that may be transmitted by such 
animals; provision of facilities for 
the humane destruction of all 
beasts that are useless and a bur- 
den to the public if not a menace 
to the public health; the intensive 
promotion of humane education 
among the children of the city, and 
among teamsters and others who 
have livestock in their care. These 
items constitute only a small part 
of the socilety’s program of the 
year’s contemplated activities. 

The campaign to obtain this fund 
is in the hands of a committee of 
well-known Atlanta men and wom- 
en headed by John A. Manget, one 
of the city’s most liberal contribu- 
tors to all worthy civic or humani- 
tarian enterprises. 

.This committee has issued an 
appeal to the public in general, and 
particularly to the Atlanta citizens 
of wealth, to come to the front— 
as they have upon all occasions in 
the past when a worthy purpose 
was to be served—to come forward 
in the traditional “Atlanta way” 
and crown this movement with suc- 
cess. .

THE URBAN LEAGUE. 
A year of highly beneficial com- 
munity service lies behind the At- 
lanta Urban league, the social 
service committee of the Negro 
Christian council, as is shown by 
its first annual report, for the 


During the year this splendid 
agency for the development of 
higher standards of living, of 
ideals of. citizenship among the 
negroes of Atlanta made remark- 
able headway toward improving 
the environments of the inhabit- 
ents of negro neighborhoods; but 
perhaps the most valuable part of 
its year’s work, from the stand- 
point of ultimate results, con- 
sisted in the survey it made of the 
city, and the other preliminary 
steps taken in preparation of the 
more intensive and constructive 
program it has prepared for the 
coming year, and according to 
which it is now at work. 

Among the items in the league’s 
Plans for 1921 are— 


“A continuance of our survey on 
working and living conditions 
among our colored population, 

“Assistance in securing of play- 
grounds and other clean recreation- 
al and amusement facilities. 

“Continuance of our noon shop (in- 
dustrial) and Sunday health educa- 
tional meetings. 

“Development of our room registry 
service and free employment bureau. 

“Organization of: banking clubs 
among industrial workers. 

“Help in securing a much needed 
home for the delinquent colored 
women. 

“Continuance of our annual ‘health 
week’ in co-operation with other 
agencies. 

“Help in eecuring a colored city 
physician. | 

“Help in securing a necessary 
‘housing law’ to better and protect 
housing conditions among our citi- 
zens, 

“A concert by leading colored ar- 
tists or an educational meeting each 
month in the year. 

“Efficiency classes for domestics.” 


The work of this league fits in 


with and is a part of the general 
scheme of the “Atlanta plan” for 
inter-racial co-operation, which, as 
stated by the joint inter-racial 
committee, in a “foreword” to the 
1920 report, “has become widely 
known and has received the ap- 
proval of right-minded men in all 
sections of the nation.” 

The league has passed beyond 
the experimental stage; its effi- 
cacy has been proven; its: power 
for usefulness {is a demonstrated 
fact. 

‘Sponsored as it is by some of 
our leading citizens of both races, 
and by some of the most ‘promi- 
nent of our ministers, this whole- 
some movement is deserving of 
ungrudging encouragement and 
support.

Truths only become potent when 
they get. themselves incarnated as 
personalities. All the great ideas 
which have played any real part in 
making history have become identi- 
fied with the names of the men who 
have given them votce and vigor in 
the life of the world. We mark the 
memory of George Washington be- 
cause he took the great idea of 
freedom and made a place for it on 
the map of the world, and gave it 
a voice in the councils of nations.

Freedom’s Story. 

We are rightly fond of tellitg the 
story of the early colonization of 
this continent by thts® “bold hearts 
who turned their backs upon the old 
and their faces.to the new. We 
rightly belleve the breath that filled 
every sail in its westward course, 
and gave impetus to every daring 
discoverer, was the breath of free- 
dom. . And it is true that the spirit 
which nerved them~to fringe this 
coast from New Hampshire to Geor- 
gia with their homes, daring death 
rom well-nigh every direction, was 
the love of liberty.

And only some supremely high 
and holy purpose could justify us 
in sending them. They were there 
to make it impossible for such a 
war to ever Visit the world again. 
They were there to wrest from the 
hands of .the few thé power to 
plunge the race into such another 
wreckage, They were there to re- 
store the governments of the world 
to the peoples who are to be gov- 
erned. They were there for the 
sake of our children and our chil- 
dren’s children, that they might in- 
herit a world free from the fear of 
tyranny, and unshadowed by the 
menace of war. 

Freedom From War. 

We say that they fought for 
Yes, but that which makes 
it the cause of America is that 
America’s cause Is the cause of all 
men, and an American victory is 
always a victory for humanity. Now, 
we must ask ourselves thea question, 
did we win this victory on the 
Meuse in order to lose It in Paris, 
or to be robbed of its fruitage in 
Washington? Did we fight one war 
in order to sow the seeds of an- 
other? The American soldier fought 
for the freedom of all men. He 
fought for a universal peace, and if 
we sentinel the world with soldiers 
in an attempt to dragoon its peoples 
into submission, we will only suc- 
ceed in substituting the tyranny of 
the Hohenzollern with a tyranny 
of our own creation. 

And if we are to rob the graves In 
France of their gloom, we must read 
the names upon those crosses by 
the light which comes from the 
Cross of Golgotha. They died for 
all men. And in their death they 
were saying that all men are worth 
dying for. Here was the fineness 
of their fight. Not that they were 
willing to kill, but that they were 
willing to be killed, to prove the 
worth of a human life. It is well 
to build them monuments and mark 
their memories with memorials, 
which shall challenge the admira- 
tion of coming generations, but it 
will be like slaying the prophets 
and then garnishing’ their tombs 
with hyprocrisy, if we do not seek 
to build here on this continent such 
a democracy as will place the value 
of a man above all the wealth of a 
world. Such a democracy as will 
open the door of opportunity to 
every child born beneath our flag. 
Let us swear by their heroic graves 
that we cannot honor these men 
who dyed the fields of France with 
their blood, so long as we dishonor 
even the least of these our breth- 
ren upon the earth. 

Let February 22 be a day on 
which we rededicate our hearts to 


the spirit of Washington.

XV. Norman Douglas 


“Shall I give you my recipe for 
happiness? I find everything use- 
ful and nothing indispensable, I 
find everything wonderful and noth- 
ing miraculous. I reverence the 
body. I avoid first causes like the 
plague. You will find that a pret- 
ty good recipe, Denis.” So spoke Mr. 
Keith—if he had a Christian name 
it was not insisted upon—of the 
Villa Khismet,. one of the chief glo- 
ries of the island of Nepenthe, fa- 
mous for “its girls and its lobsters, 
but also for its south wind.” Mr. 
Douglas remarks casually that this 
island was in the Mediterranean, 
rather inclining toward the African 
shore, but it really lies quite close 
to the island of the Penguins and 
to the land of Poictesme and not 
too far from’'Cloud Cuckoo Land. 

But Nepenthe has the great ad- 
advantage over Penguin Island and 
Cloud Cuckoo Land that its creator 
is not at all concerned about the 
frailties of its inhabitants ofr the 
defects of its system of povern- 
ment—he rails allegorivally 
against no Sicilian expedition, no 
Dreyfus case, no Third Empire. The 
virtues of the South African war, 
of the great war, do not apparent- 


ly interest him at all. He holds no 
brief for his characters—they may 
not really be duchesses, they may 
be English ladies and yet gifted 
with ataste for drink, they may be 
Russian monks and yet gifted with 
a taste for over-eating, they may 
be bishops “returning empty,”.they 
may be unfortunately married la- 
dies, who quite forcibly assist their 
cruel husbands over invariably 
fatal cliffs. Or they may be de- 
lightful Oxford - undergraduates 
who admire beauty wherever they 
find it, scholars who live only to 


annotate the “Antiquities of Nepen- 
the,” saints who endeared them- 
selves to their countrymen by their 
passionate and practical demonstra- 
tion that uncleanliness: is next to 
godliness. Mr. Douglas is not 
shocked when his characters arg 
immoral, as the deceased Mr. Com- 
stock would be: he is not shocked 
when they are moral, as Mr. 
Mencken would be, 
Island of Nepenthe. 
This lemon-scented isl6 hag been 


unquestioningly identified by the 


critics as Capri, which has cer- 
tainly sheltered the celebrated from 
Tiberius and Barbarossa to Comp- 
ton Mackenzie. But in spite of hav- 
ing spent all of six hours on this 
island, of having there seen one’s 
first olive tree, eaten ones first 
Italian omelet and some pleasart 
though anonymous little fish, mem- 
ory preserves only the “Salto di 
Tiberio” as a possible model for 
“South Wind” and no people so en- 
chanting as Don Francesco, thé 
duchess or young Denis. These 
critics must have spent at lea3: six 
hours more, or six hours iess, at 
Capri. And, too, Mr. Douglas’ book 
was first introduced to the world's 
attention as a “novel of ideas;” it 
is not, undoutbedly, a novel without 
ideas, but just what the ideas may 
be is delightfully uncertain. For if 
he has anything so stiff-necked as 
a conviction, the conviction has 
more than one side—more even 
than two sides. 

The virtuous lives of Nepenthe’s 
two patron saints—male and female 
—are described with a mildness 
that puts the suave Monsieur 
France to shame. Their zealous un- 
cleanliness—it is not merely next 
to godliness, it is rather the lion's 
share of godliness—was far frem 
being their only gracious virtue. 
But the sacred bones of St. Dode- 
kanus (derived by some scholars 
from the twelve pieces in which the 
blessed man was consumed by the 
heathen, by other scholars ually 
eminent from the indifferent tin 
in. which the Nepentheans couched 
their request for a bishop) share 
with St. Orberose, virgin patroness 
of the Penguins, the quaiSy of be- 
ing quite unlike ordinary

he had no horse, no uniform, no 
soldiers, no enemies, even. So he 
gave up, perforee, the hope of mill- 
tary renown and decided to adopt 
the less expensive calling of saint. 
He remembered the story of St. 
Simeon Stylites, and he climbed 
nobly on the cistern, from which he 
was promptly removed by an un- 
sympathetic cook, who is undoubt- 
edly to blame for Monsieur France’s 
rather cynical attitude towards the 
calendar. But Mr. Douglas is reti- 
cent about his childhood, being 
quite evidently a public school and 
university-bred Englishman; al- 
ready in the distant, decadent nine- 
ties, he was wandering in old Cala- 
bria and now he Is that mellow and 
charming type, the “inglese itali- 
anato,” 

This old Calabria, .unknown to 
Cook and almost unknown to Bae- 
deker, is protected from tourists 
by its malaria, its fleas, its wretch- 
ed inns. Some German professors, 
intent on Horatian studies, some 
Englishmen like Gissing, hardened 
by: the asperities of Grub street, 
have ventured into the toe of Italy 
before Mr, Douglas, but it is evi- 
dently no place for a@ nervous 
traveler and his “Old Calabria” and 
Gissing’s ‘“‘By the Ionian Sea,” will 
probably satisfy even the curious 
that it is a better place to hear 
about than to see—Mr. @nd Mrs. 
Williamson have never, t0 one’s 
knowledge, given fictional evidence 
that they have motored to Gerace 
or to Cosenza or Rossano. 

Not the most traveled critic has 
yet prescribed the location of The 
City in “They Went.” But it re- 
received in most unkind fashion two 
missionaries from the already 
Christian Ireland, and the Aithryns 
have a rather Scotch coloring and 
canniness, though the reigning 


Aithryn of the period seemed to 


love and ride away rather like a 
golden-haired and  blue-mantled 
Lohengrin. Mr. “Simon Pure” says 
that in London Mr. Douglas’ new- 
est fiction is much read but little 
understood; there are, of course, 
books that one cannot fail to com- 
prehend without being aware of it, 
but there are others—‘Pilgrim’s 
Progress” and “Gulliver’s Travels,” 
for instance—that can be thorough- 
ly enjoyed without an inkling that 
one ig perusing a virtuous or a 
venomous tract. “They Went” is 
in the second category, except that 
it is neither virtuous nor venomous 
nor a tract. It is, externally, the 
tale of The Princess who wanted all 
the things women have always 
been supposed to want, and all the 
things women are supposed just to 
have begun to want. She traded 
her imunortal soul to a Greek 
devil, temporarily called Theophi- 
lus, for the secret of making The 
City the most beautiful of cities—a 
far more evolved and altruistic mo- 
tive than Faust could plead, since 
he bargained merely for two golden 
Pig Tails, though it must be grant- 
ed thatfhe saw rather more than 
that in his Gretchen. The Princess 
however, with The 
City and with dropping her un- 
necessary lovers decently down the 
Great Drain, that one feels some 
doubt about her knowing just why 
Theophilus limped—until “they 
went.’ 

Countless people—the editors of 
“Who’s Who,” among others—have 
never heard of Mr. Douglas or of 
“South Wind;” and there are some 
of*‘them who would not cherish 
him if they inconceivably should 


overhear his name. He is not for 
those who have been stripped of 
their illusions, or for’ those who 
have them still. He is for those 
who have shed illusions with no 
more regret than an unfettered 
butterfly, who have become pleas- 
antly cynical without. becoming 
acescent; he is for those who read 
novels with no motive save that 
they like to read novels, but who 
have nevertheless read some other 
things. He is for those who can 
read the mémoirs of Cellini and 
who can see quite —. that this 
magnificent rogue of the Renais- 
sance deserved a rope’s end, if ever 
man freally deserved a rope’s end, 
but that he was nevertheless an ex-

From Water Famine Peril, 
Says Engineer Norcross 


Editor Constitution: This is writ- 
ten for the purpose of answering 
the numerous inquiries that are 


made daily by the general public, 
as to the amount of bonds neces- 
Sary to place the Atlanta water- 
works system in safe operating con- 
dition and to meet its present and 
ever increasing demands. The 
water board and its general man- 
ager, with good judgment and fore- 
sight have anticipated these ques- 
tions, and the following statements 
should furnish the public with the 
necessary answers: 

As consulting engineer of the 
board of water commissioners, I 
have been, for the past year, making 
intensive studies, analyses and sur- 
veys of this public utility, in which 
work the board commissioners, gen- 
eral manager, W. Z. Smith and Will 
M. Rapp, superintendent of con- 
struction, have co-operated, furnish- 
ing me with the fundamental data 
of our present plant and system, and 
with whose aid it has been possible 
to prepare plans and estimates of 
requirements. 

Irreducible Minimum, 
The proposed bond issue, of $2,- 


850,000, represents the frreducible 
minimum of funds mecessary to 
Place this most tmportant utility in 
condition to meet the demands made 
upon it. 

It is not only expedient and eco- 


nomically sound judgment for the 
Atlanta waterworks to keep pace 
with the growth and demands of 
the city, but it is absolutely neces- 
sary for the protection of life, 
health and property. 

The proposed bond jssue will pro- 
vide the following improvements: 

(a) Twenty-one million gallon fil- 
ter plant extension and a 10-million 
gallon clear water basin. . om 4 

(b) New cast iron force main 
from the river station to the Hemp- 
hill station. 

(c) New and modern pumps at 
the river station. 

(d) Coal and ash handling equip- 
ment at both the river and Hemp- 
hill stations. 

(e) New diversion dam, intake, 
low lift station and preliminary 
settling basins at the river. 

(f) Additional fire and service 
mains, within the city limits. 

Of the above listed improvements, 
it is difficult to state which Is the 
most needed. All of them are so 
necessary. 

(a) The necessity for additional 


filter plant and clear water basins 
has long existed, but the lack of 
interest by the public has been a 
source of constant concern. as the 
water board and its operating off!l- 
cials have asked for relief so often, 
that they are now almost in despair. 


The present rated filter capacity 
is only,21 million gallons daily. The 
maxim rate of consumption in 
the past has, during hours of peak 
consumption, grown to over 40 mil- 
lion gallons daily, with a daily 
consumption during certain months 
of the year of over 30 million gal- 
lons. 

Needed at Once. 
It is therefore manifest that 2a4- 


ditional filters must be Installed at 
once, and, as the total clear water 
storage now available is less than 
2,000,000 gallons, it is also impera- 
tive that additional clear water Da- 
sin be provided. 

The water board, realizing this 
serious condition, has anticipated 
the bond issue, and last fall they 
instructed me to prepare detail 
working drawings and _  specifica- 
tions for a 21,000,000-gallon filiter 
plant with a 10,000,000-gallon clear 
water basin, which improvements 
must be started now. and which can- 
not be completed too early to meet 
the demand on the plant. If fands 
are not made availiable, the result 
will be serious.

_ the verdict of the last election is taken as indicative of the determina- 
tion of the great majority of the American people to have nothing 
to do with the political questions of the peoples dwelling on the Euro- 
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pean continent. 


Yet the cessation of the discussion of the treaty of Versailles 


and the league of nations has not brought a corresponding close of 


the argument over the relation of the United States to Europe. On 
the contrary the fact is daily becoming clearer that it is not by 
political but by financial chains that we are actually bound to Europe 
and that it is not European but American financial and political con- 
ditions which are immediately affected by the existing situation. 

To put the thing quite simply, congress is noW wrestling with 
conditions existng in the hqme market, wth problems of unemploy- 
ent in the industrial regions and of paralysis in the agrarian dis- 
tricts due to the practical closing of our European markets, not be- 
cause there is not demand for our supply, but because there is lacking 
credit or money with which the faqreign purchaser might pay for our 
available surplus in grain, in cotton, in manufactured articles. 


SITUATION IS NOT 
TEMPQRARY. 


And owly the fact is dawning 
upon the statesmen upon Capital 
hill that this is not a temporary sit- 
uation, but a condition likely to en- 
dure for an indefinite period and to 
cOnstitute the supreme problem of 
the incoming republican administra- 
tion. What course will Mr. Hard- 
ing take toward Europe? This is 
henceforth the great puzzle. Will 
he seek to keep Europe out of our 
markets, thus protecting our pro- 
ducers, but as a result excluding us 
from European markets, or will he 
risk producing paralysis in our mar- 
kets by sending them to Europe?

I shall discuss this point 
further, in a moment. 

Suppose that the United States, 
through the new administration, in- 
sists that Europe proceed to the 
payment of the debt which it owes 
us. This is our right. Moreover, 
I fancy that the mass of the Amer- 
ican taxpayérs would instantly de- 
nounce any statesman or party 
which proposed any other course. 
But the mass of the American peo- 
ple do not yet perceive that thre 
debt cannot be paid in money. There 
does not exist gold enough’ to pay 
it and of the sum of gold existing 
in the world, we have already ac- 
quired the iarger part. 

Accordingly the representatives 
of the several European’ govern- 
ments will have to make arrange: 


ments with our treasury  depart- 
men: to fund the debt. They will 
have to provide a iong-term § ar- 
rangement, by which, paying Inter 
est and a la'ge or small sitik,nz 
fund contribution each vevar they 
will be able to dispos» of the wlhlisle 
Obligation, say in half a century. 
But they have now only one _ re- 
source, namely the German repara- 
ticns debt. Therefore, as I pointed 
cut last Sunday, the best that they 
can do is to transfer to us $11,000,- 
000,000 fx German promises to pay, 
mire than half of the total sum, or 
else to issue bonds themseives with 
this German reparations agreement 
as the underlying security. Actually 
if Gerinany pays them they ¢an pay 
us, not otherwise. And in any case 
the payment will be in goods, man- 
ufactured Yoods. 


TARIFF INCREASE 
IS DANGEROUS. 


Now the republican party is pre- 
eminently the party of protection, 
but protection involves keeping out, 
not aimitting, foreign manufactures 
which compete with American prod- 
ucts. Its advertised program is to 
raise, not iower, the tariff rates. 
Yet if it raises the tariff rates at 
the same moment it insists upon 
the funding and payment of the for: 
eign loans, it wil} at one time order 
Europe jo. Day and erect a_ wall 
against the admission of the Euro- 
pean payments. To do this would 
be sheer absurdity. 

To say to Europe “pay.” but to 
say in the same breath, “Keep your 
manufactured articles at home.” is 
to arrive nowhere. To say “pay” 
and admit the sole form of pay- 
ment which can be made. namely 


European manufactured goods, is to 
paralyze Americar industfies and 
abandon the cardinal doctrine of the 
republican party. It is, also, to 
bring about prostration in: our 
American industrial situation. 

But this is only one circumstances. 
Europe not- only owes us for the 
loans of the war period, she needs 
now many of our raw materials 
and some of our manufactured ar- 
ticles. She can’t buy them, unless 
we extend credit. and she can only 
pay for them, too, in goods, in man- 
ufactured goods. And thus to pa» 
means to add still further to the 
sum total of manufactured goods 
she must force into our markets. 
But if some method is not found to 
permit Europe to absorb our Sue 
plus of raw materials, or cotton and 
foodstuffs in particular, we shall 
continue to have thessame domestn 
problem which now confronts alike 
the farmers and the financiers. 

Thus, at the present moment one 
of the first problems posed for the 
incoming administration is: How 
can we preserve and Increase the 
nrotect'on of our domestic produc- 
tion and at the same time compel 
and accept the payment of the for- 
eign loans? 

On the subject of possible cancel 
lation of the European loans, I hes- 
itate to say more than I have al- 
ready written here. The propos”! 
is hopelessiv unpopular for obvious 
reasons. The country feels Hurope 
ought to pay and the feeling has 
been enormousliv accentuated by 
more or less maladroit maneuvers 
on the part of certain foreign 
statesmen. The effort to establish 
the idea that there is a moral ob- 
ligation upon us.to cancel that 
loan. all or anv of the loans, simply 
has not “caught on.” 

On the contrary there is a very 
general feeling, voiced down here 
in Washington quite frequently. 
that the United States ought to tn- 
sist upon the payment of the loans, 
if only to prevent the European 
nations from spending money thus 
pledged in military establishments 
and colonial ventures. Justly or un- 
ustly, there is a feeling that 

urope its trying to evade an hon- 
orable obligation by methods which 
are not wholly commendable. Aus- 
ten Chamberiain’s proposal pro- 
duced a rather violent outcry in 
congress, even itn quarters most | 
friendly to our recent associates. : 
There subsists a . notion, also 
widespread, that Mr; Wilson under- 
took to employ this financial 
weapon to accomplish his political 
ne se at Paris, and that our 

uropean allies, themselves who 
y uninterested in Mr. Wilson's 
topian schemes, permitted him to 
have own way as to them, seek- 


. 


ing their own reward in the more 
practical directions, represented by 
colonies and concessions. This con- 
tributed to making the reception 
of the Chamberlain proposal still 
more unpopular. 


MATTER OF PASSING 
THE BUCK. 


But if all sentimental and moral 
aspects may be dismissed as non- 
existent or at least as not accepted 
by the American public, there re- 
mains the practical detail. If we 
insist that Europe pay us eleven 
billion dollars then each European 
nation will insist that its creditors 
pay it. Half a dozen European na- 
tions owe us, the same nations 
owe Britain, three or four owe 
France, We can only’ expect 


that Europe has the right to cal- 
lect its money from Germany in its 
own way. 

Great Britain, holding France 
and Italy for vast sums, can only 
insist that they pay, by permitting 
them, and particularly France, to 
take such steps as may seem to her 
necessary to force Germany to pay. 
This means, in the first place, that 
the European nations will demand 
of Germany enough to meet our 


claims and pay for their own fre- 
‘construction, which. is exactly the 
Sum they nave demanded,’ namely, 
$21,000,000,000. We can only ask 
a reduction of th. sum asked of 
Germany, granted it seems to us 
too large, if we are willing to re- 
duce our demands. . 

In the same way, if Germany 
fails to pay France and France 
sends her troops into Germany to 
compel payment, we cannot pro- 
test, uniess we and the British, as 
well, are ready to forego a share 
of what France owes us, that share 
represented by what Germany has 
failed or refused to pay France. 
But if France sends troops into 
Germany, then the market for a 
great portion of the surplus of our 
raw materials is automatically 
closed. More than this, with the 
invasion of Germany we arrive at 
something approximating a new 
war, the dislocation of German in- 
dustrial life and the inevitable ces- 
sation of all German payments, at 
least temporarily. . So, to put the 
thing in the commonest of all lan- 
guage, the American would “get it 
coming and going.” He would lose 
at one end through the cessation 
of payment on the debts, at the 
meer by the interruption of his 
trade, 


COULD NOT OBJECT 
TO FRENCH MOVE. 


Nevertheless we should have ‘no 


French military action. For in the 
last analysis the larger part of 
what France would seek to collect 
by military action would be repre- 
sented ultimately by payment to 
us, since the loans we have made 
to our associates equal more than 
half of the sum total of German 
reparations. Any protest on our 
part against protracted French oc- 
cupation of German territory, 
against an extension of the area 
occupied, against military steps 
of any part, would be promptly 
met by the French reply, “but we 
cannot pay you otherwise than by 
making Germany pay.” 

There remains the third possibil- 
ity; temporary suspension of the 
payment of the interest and sink- 
ing fund charges of our associates, 


following the actual agreement upon 
some basis of settlement, But if 
this eases the strain and commends 
itself to not a few members of con- 
Sress, who are eager to avoid pres- 
ent troubles, it is at best an un- 
satisfactory compromise, for the Eu- 
ropean nations will still insist upon 
German payment, since they have 
eventually to pay us, while suspen- 
sion of payment will only increase 
the amount that will ultimately 
have to be paid and thus the an- 
nual flood of goods sent to us. 

One other proposal has been made 
recently. It is suggested that the 
United States and Great Britain 
should join in cancelling what the 
continental nations, who were al- 
lies or assOciates, owe them. This 
‘would mean a cancellation by us 
of $6,000,000,000 and by Great Britain 
of $8,000,000,000. but the two amounts 
represent about equal value, given 
the unequal credit of the borrow- 
ers. This would extinguish $14,000.,- 
000,000 of paper in the world. 

At the same time the nations thus 
benefited should be required to re- 
duce their claims upon Germany to 


the amount Britain and the United 
States forgave them debts. This 
would subtract $8,000,000.000 from 
the German capital sum, bringing 
it down to $13,000,000.000 and with 
the discounts provided in the pres- 
ent Paris proposal it would not ex- 
ceed $10,000,000,000—a sum which 
even German experts agree Germany 
could pay. ‘ 


GREAT BRITAIN 
WOULD PROFIT. 


Such cancellation from the Amer- 
ican point of view could only be 
justified on the ground that we 


cannot afford to take payment in 
g00ds and that insistence upon pay- 
ment would destroy. that foreign 
market which can absorb our own 
surplus. It would be further defen- 
sible only because there is every 
reason to believe that even if we 
could afford to accept the payment, 
it would never be made, could never 
be made. Great Britain would profit 
even more largely than the United 
em by the restoration of eco- 
omic order in central Europe. 

There Would remain something 
like $4,500,000,000 owed us by Brit- 
ain. This, it {s plain, the British 
could pay and we could afford to 
accept payment for, since the Brit- 
ish empire holds raw materials 
which we require and Great Britain 
still possesses in this country se- 
curities and other holdings equal 
to the capital sum itself. We should 
avoid any dislocation- of our own 
industrial establishment by such 
a course. 

But one is bound to recognize 
that it would be difficult to justify 
such discrimination to British eyes. 
It would be the more difficult be- 
cause the British view is that the 
sums loaned to her were immediate- 
ly transferred to our common as- 
sociates and that from these sums 
Britain herself derived no value. On 
the other hand, it fs plain that at 
the present time no project to can- 
cel the British loans could even ob- 
tain a hearing in Washington and 
the whole project of cancellation 
would be doomed if it carried this 
detail. 

It would be necessary, therefore. 
to offer the British absolutely rea- 
sonable terms on which the loans 
to them might be funded long-te?m 
bonds and a suitable rate of inter- 
est. It would be equally necessary, 
at all times, to avoid any semblance 
of using this indebtedness as a po- 
Htleal weapon, as a means of shap- 
‘ing British policy. Ana I confess 
the danger of such a maneuver 
seems to me real and grave. 


EFFECT OF JOINT 
CANCELLATION. 


| ft 1s obvious, however, that if 
Great Britain and the United States 
agreed to a joint cancellation of the 
debts owed them by continental na- 
tions exclusive of Germany, insist- 
ing at the same time upon the sim- 
ilar Cancellation by France of sums 
owed her by continental nations, 

notably Italy and Belgium. the Brit- 
‘ish and American governments 
would be in a position to make cer- 
tain recommendations which might 
contribute to bring about economic 

peace in Europe. :

German territory, following the 
completion of German disarmament. 
A new occupation would thereafter 
be permitted only if Germany  re- 
armed or failed to comply with rep- 
arations terms, which would unmis- 
takably be within her powers. 


All such arrangements could be 


made at some international -eco- 
nomic conference, called by Presi- 
dent Harding, in which the United 
States would necessarily be repre- 
Sented. But such a conference need 
have no relation whatever to the 
league of nations, nor consider 
those purely political questions 
which constituted the main stoclé of 
trade of the league as created at 
Paris and the chief obstacle in the 
Way of American approval of that 
league. 

But laying aside all questions of 


various policies, there is one fact 
which-st seems to me must be fully 
appreciated by the American peo- 
ple. The election last November 
fairly clearly demonstrated that 
our country is determined to stay 
out of all European political dis 
putes, ethnic, military or national. 

€ public voted against defend. 
ing foreign frontiers or guarantee- 
ing existing political conditions. 
The decision was unmistakable and 
the meaning has not been misunder- 
stood by the politicians’ or by the 
members of the senate and the 
house of representatives. So far, 
a policy. of “isolation” was dis- 
closed to be desired. 


The events of the past few 


months, however, have clearly dem- 
onstrated that while it may be pos- 
sible to avoid political entangle- 
ments, it is totally impossible to 
escape economic complications. We 
are suffering today in our own in- 
dustries and in our own factories 
and farms from the closing of the 
European arkets. We shall con- 
tinue to suffer, if the markets re- 
main closed. Moreover, eince 
Europe owes us $11,900.000,000 in 
loans and $4,000,000,000 in credits. 
we have an enormous stake involv- 
ed in the European game. This 
stake equals the sum total of the 
costs of the war to us, aside from 
our foreign loans. 


ECONOMIC ORDER 
IS VITAL. © 


Unless economic order be re- 
stored on the European continent, 


we shall lose all df the $14,000,000, 
000 and what is of more immediate 
importance, we shall lose the mar- 
kets in which, alone, we can dis- 
pose of our own éurplus production 
of raw materials and foodstuffs, as 
well as of certain manufactured ar- 
ticles, of which automobiles and 
farm machinery are striking ex- 
amples.

but to dispose of those responsibil- 
ities which are represented by com: 
mitments already made, represent- 
ing $11,000,000,006in loansand $4.,- 
000,000,000 in private credits. It 
will also have to face the problem 
of reopening for ws tnose Euro- 
pean markets In which we must dis 
pose of our own surplus produc- 
tion, if domestic depression and 
suffering are to be avoided. | 

The problem of. world peace has 
been demonstrated to be less one of 
establishing frontiers than one of 
restoring the machinery of trade 
and commerce. We are little con- 
cerned, if you please, about the pos- 
session of provinces by Russia or 
by Rumania, by Hungary or Czecho 
Slovakia, but we are immediately 
concerned in the reopening of the 
frohtiers of all of these states to 
our own products and to those of 
our creditors, who cannot pay us 
save as they can trade on the con- 
tinent of Europe. 


HARDING’S FOREIGN 
POLICY. 


Therefore, Mr. Hardine’s foreign 
policy must be predicated upon the 
recognition of the economic solid- 
arity of the whole world and the 
total impossibility of maintaining a 
policy of isolation in these depart- 
ments of world enterprise. And 
sooner or-:later it is going to be 
perceived by the American public 
that foreign policy has pecome the 
most important item in domestie af 
fairs, since our stake in the world 
outside has become so immense. 


And it is worth noting that 
Europe, far more promptly than 


the United States, has perceived 
our necessities in the situation and 
our eventual necessitv to take a 


to undertake new responsibilities, | 


hand in world affairs to protect our 
interests. What is important now 
is that there should be an Ameri- 
can policy. based upon an accurate 
appreciation of these same facts, 
that in the end. we may be able to 
act only so far as our own inter. 
ests are concerned and to escape 
further commitments as were con- 
tained itn the original leazue of 
nations. To put the thing quite 
brutally, our concern in any world 
association must be the safeguard- 
ing of our own legitimate rights, 
not the protection and advancement 
of the personal and national inter- 
ests ofother countries.

THE CHAIN STORE 


Retailers in Other Cities 
Take Stand That It’s an 
Open Field and a Fair 
Fight for All. 


Atlanta retail grocers who are 
worrying themsé@lves unnecessarily 
over the growth of chain stores here 
may be able to get a clearer view 
of just what the chain stores mean 
if they will take the matter up from 
a cold-blooded business standpoint 
and look the situation squarely in 
the face. 

Too many retail grocers take the 
stand that a few years ago was 
assumed by retail merchants gen- 
erally over the country regarding 
the growth of the mail order houses. 
Like the mail order house the chain 
store has come to stay and instead 
of fighting the movement the re- 
tailer grocer can profit wonderfully 
in his own. business by studying the 
methods of his big new competitor 
and applying what he learns to his 
own upbuilding. 

In some cities where the chain 
store has been developed to unusual 
proportions the independent dealers 
are battling for their share of the 
business in a way that is getting 
he right kind of results. They are 
simply taking the stand that open, 
fair competition is a good thing all 
around and that ‘there is room 
enough for all—and hey are match- 
ing their brains against the man- 
agement of the chain stores. and 
getting what belongs to them. 

Retail grocers in New Orleans, 
acting through the Retail Grocers’ 
association, of New Orleans, have 
got out in the open with the chain 
store systems operating in that city, 
and have gone to the public with 
an extensive advertising campaign 
to endeavor to secure the support 
of the consumers in the Crescent 
City. The entire campaign, with 
the causes leading up to it, are out- 
lined by the grocers’ organization 
in a recent issue of their magazine, 
The Loujsiana Grocer. 

The New Orleans Way. 

The New Orleans association takes 
into account both sides of the ques- 
tion. Under the heading “The Ad- 
mission” the association says: “The 
recent annotncement by the Great 
Atlantic and Pacific Tea company, 
that they now have and operate 
4.544 stores in the United States, 
and have 16,822 employees, and that 
their total sales is over $300,000.000 
per annum should cause the inde- 
pendent retail grocers to sit up and 
take notice. This same increase in 
the volume is noted by such chains 
as the Kroger Stores, of Cincinnati, 
the American Stores, Ine., of Phila- 
delphia. The chain known as the 
Piggly Wiggly system are not as 
large as those mentioned, bt they 
are gradually forging to t front 
and here locally are now operating 
eleven stores with the announce- 
ment that more are to come. 

“While the chain stores may en- 
joy the benefit of buying direct, 
their high overhead, due to the fact 
that most of them operate a whole- 
sale house as a distributing center 
for their retail stores, must be con- 
sidered, 
conceded to be around 5 per cent or 
more, which, with their retail stores’ 
expense, brings their overhead prac- 
tically to what the average re- 
tailer’s is. 

“The profit generally made by the 
chain system cores in the matter 
of keeping posted on market con- 
ditions and buying right. They have 
buyers who are paid handsome sal- 
aries, and these men make a study 
of conditions, and at the opportune 
time, buy. They are in close touch 
with the leading manufacturers of 
the country and ‘in this way ascer- 
tain the probable trend of the mar- 
ket. It is this that often causes 
the Independent stores to wonder 
how the chain can undersell them. 

“The independent retailers should 
do the same thing. They should 
follow the markets closely, read 
their trade publications, and, in ad- 
dition. talk to the men who are 
posted in their respective lines. The 


gene eng ym is a handy instrument and 


it requires only a few minutes’ time 
to gather all the data before plac- 
ing their orders, 

Prices the Same. 

“The Retail Grocers’ association, 
of New Orleans, has set aside a few 
thousand dollars to be expended in 
an advertising campaign, designed 
to impress the consumer with the 
advisability of patronizing the in- 
dependent retail grocers of the city. 
in preference to the chain stores. 
stressing the point that money spent 
with local independent estores re- 
mains in New Orleans and helps 
build the community. 

“This advertising campaign is no 
reflection on the chain stores or 
their method of operation, but In- 
tended solely to enlighten the con- 
sumer as to the necessity of natron- 
izing home industry in preference 
to foreign corporations. If it ts 
only a matter of price with the con- 
suming public, we have many stores 
in New Orleans who are undersell- 

g the chain stores by a good mar- 

. and it ts only ‘a question of 


shopping.” 

Such is the situation in New Or- 
leans and the retail grocers of that 
city are finding that by using the 
same means of reaching t public— 
advertising—they get an even break 
with the chain stores and have the 
distinct advantage of personal serv-

Workmen’s Comp 


ensation From the 


Workmen's Viewpoint 
BY ROSE HICKEY QUINN

The Georgia workmen’s compensa- 


tion act, passed by the general as- 
sembly of 1920, is, from the view- 
point of the wage earner or the em- 
ployee, as he is called in the act, a 
most beneficial and constructive 
Piece of legislation. Its beftefits 
to the wage earner are far-reach- 
ing, its value is beyond estimation. 
Toward better industrial relations 
between employer: and employee it 
is a long step forward. 

Workmen’s ‘compénsation is, in 
case of accident, a safeguard to em- 
ployer and employee alike; a safe- 
guard to the employer in that it in- 
sures him peace of mind because of 
the knowledge that he is not only 
protected against damage suits and 
expensive litigation, but that his 
employee is assured of a definite, 
weekly, monetary benefit that will 
enable him to recover from his in- 
juries and thereby the sooner be 
able to return to his work; a safe- 
guard to the employee because it 
provides definite, immediate and 
proper care and attention for in- 
juries sustained in the course of 
his employment, and the knowledge 


that he will receive an exact amount’ 


each week for the period of his dis- 
ability which will help offset the 
privations and discomforts that ne- 
cessarily accompany injuries. 

Also the employee is benefited by 
the elimination of the old common 
law defenses of contributory negli- 
gence, assumption of risk and the 
fellow servant act, that were al- 
most invariably raised successfully 
against him in suits for the recov- 
ery of damages. And a still greater 
benefit to the employee is the fact 
that the enactment of workmen’s 
compensation laws always result 
in the installation of safety devices 
and appliances that reduce the pos- 
sibility of accident to the minimum, 
thereby improving and making safer 
the conditions under which he 
works. 

Great Principle Recognized. 


Another great economic advantage. 


secured to the employee’ through 
workmen’s compensation is that the 
principle is recognized and estab- 
lished that when a workman is in- 
jured in the course of his employ- 
ment, and his earning power there- 
by impaired, the employer must 
share his loss of earning power with 
him, just as he has shared in his 
productive capacity prior to his in- 
jury. In its broader application the 
establishment of this principle is but 
the recognition of the fact that the 
loss of life or limb to the individual] 
is a loss to industry and to the state 
and proper compensation 
for such loss should be made by the 
industry in which the injured work- 
man is engaged at the time such loss 
is sustained. 

It is of vital importance that each 
and every employee and employer 
within the state thoroughly under- 
stand the elective features of this 
act. This is the point so frequently 
attacked by employer and employee 
alike, that is, by those employers 
and workers who mistakenly think 
they have familiarized themselves 
with the act. I would venture to 
say now. that at this late date a 
very good percentage of the wage 
earners and employers of this state 
are ignorant as to the legislation 
which is about to become a law. 
and which is of so much mutual 
benefit to them. Usually the first 
question asked or the first thought 
in the mind of the worker as to 
workmen’s compensation laws is, “Is 
this law mandatory?” Right on this 
point there is further possible bene- 
fit to the worker who has neglected 
to acquaint himself with the provi- 
sions of the law. Further on TI shall 
a an instance explaining this fea- 
ure. 

Of those persons excluded from the 


‘act the writer has only one criti- 


cism to make, and it is made from 
a strictly humanitarian viewpoint. 
Farm laborers, and their employers 
should come under the law as well 
as cotton mill operatives and other 
mechanics and their respective em- 


ployers. Of course, they have the 
option of coming under the act vol- 
untarily, as have the “less than 
ten” groups. Much farm work is 
done by machinery and there is as 
probable a chance of injury at that 
work as there is at shop or factory 
work. 

The elective feature of this par- 
ticular act is of much benefit to 
the wage earner, as both he and 
his employer automatically come un- 
der the act, unless they elect to de- 
cline it and its provisions. This 
may be done by employer and em- 
ployee alike, or by employee alone 
or by employer alone. Notice, how- 
ever, of the declination of the pro- 
visions of the law must be filed 
with the industria) commission 
thirty days prior to any accident. 
Upon failure to do this by either 
party or both parties, the indus- 
trial commission may hold both par- 
ties or either one to the provisions 
of the act. 

Notices of the declination of, the 
act must be fn form prescribed by 
the law, and in event of the em- 
ployer declining the act he must 
sérve notice on the employee, and 
in event of the employee declining 
the act he must serve notice on the 


employer, as well as both serving | 


notice to the industrial commission. 
The wage-earner’s interests are 
protected through this act against 
the present, unfair and unjust law 
in this state, known as the fellow 
servant’s law, under which it is al- 
most impossible for a wage earner 
to be compensated for injuries re- 
ceived. It is the wage earner’s pre- 
rogative to prohibit the use of the 
fellow servant’s act, and only by 
his own action in declining the pro- 
visions of the workmen’s compensa- 
tion act, can the employer have 
recourse to it; in other words, the 
employer can only use the “fellow 
servant” defense in a suit for dam- 
age, when the @mployee alone de- 
clines the compensation act. 
Defenses Denied. 


Should the employer elect not to 
accept the provisions of the act, in 
case of a personal injury damage 
suit brought by an employee, the 
employer is deprived of the follow- 
ing defenses: That the employee was 
negligent; that the injury was 
caused by the negligence of a fel- 
low employee; that the employee as- 
sumed the risk of the injury. Should 


both employer and employee elect. 


not to accept the act, the employer 
shall not be permitted to avail him- 
self of any of the foregoing de- 
fenses, In a suit at law brought by 
an employee for injury received. On 
the other hand, should the employee 
alone elect not to come under the 
provisions of the act, then the em- 
ployer may be permitted to use the 
common law defenses, or the fellow 
servant defenses, in a suit at law 
brought by an employee to recover 
damage for injury received. 

A review of decisions in damage 
sults is hardly needed to convince 
the wage earner of the impotence @f 
his arguments when such common 
law defenses may be used:-by the 
émployer in defending suit brought 
against him. In ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, the employer will 
plead contributory negligence, fel- 
low servant negligwence or assump- 
tion of risk, and win a verdict in 
his favor. 

So it is to the advantage of the 
emplovee to avail himself of the 
provisions of the workmen’s com- 
pensation. .act. Therefore, it is of 
vital importance that each employee 
Or wage earner in the state properly 
coming under this act should know 
and understand his rights regard- 
ing it.

added to the prices of carpets.

Trade Acceptance Use. 


A seller of goods, title for which 
passes and for which time for pay: 
ment is granted, should demand 
trade acceptances. 

A buyer df goods accepting title 
and availing himself of time for 
payment should unquestionably give 
a trade acceptance. 

It should not be used where 
goods are leased, nor where title 
remains with the seller until the 
last of several instalments have 
been met, nor where collateral se 
curity is required. 


Trade acceptances reveal the char 
acter and stability of the customers 
of a bank’s depositors.

Would. he help 
to bring about a condition that 
would result in a saving in in- 


surance premiums in this city big 
enough to more than equal the 
cost of maintenance of the Atlanta 
fire department? Would he con- 
sider assisting in this movement if 
it would save 30 per cent of the 
lives lost in the fires that destroy 
the vast amount of property repre- 
sented by our annua! fire losses? 
Can he be made to realize that the 
next life lost may be that of a mem- 
ber of his own familya loss that 
may be prevented by only a small 
measure of co-operation on his part 
with those who are interested in the 
work of fire’ prevention? 

These are some of the questions 
being asked by local fire insurance 
people, and they are backing up the 
possibilities suggested in these 
questions by the record of what has 
actually been accomplished in Cin- 
cinnati in the past few years. 

The resutis of definite fire pre- 
vention work in Cincinnati indicate 
whatcan be done in other cities 
through a little well-directed effort. 
Walker B. Mack, in an article in 
The February Ctedit Monthly, tells 
how the start, under the direction 
of the Cincinnati salvage corps, was 
made, Little was accomplished dur- 
ing the first three years, largely be- 

“tse the neonle did not understand 
the movement and were not con- 
vinced, and losses kept increasing, 
The consequence was that insurance 
rates were being continually charged 
upwards to keep pace with the Jn- 
creasing fire waste of the city. 

Thesé losses led to the passing of 
ordinances providing for a commis- 
sion, backed by the necessary ap- 
propriations, for the drafting of a 
new building code. The commission 
finally adopted a code which I!s la- 
most an exact copy of the code of 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. The next effort was to 
have the code enforced strictly, for 
it introduced radical changes and 
the people had to be educated to 
Support it. By 1911 results began 
to show, and the building ordinances 
have been since strictly enforced by 
a thorough and competent commis- 
sioner. 

Convinced Everybody. 

But the people were still under 
the impression that fire prevention 
work was for the benefit of the in- 
surance companies, and therefore 
the help of the chamber of com- 
merce was solicited, with the result 
that a clean-up committee was ap- 
pointed. It started a campaign for 
fire prevention by cleaning up al- 
leys and streets and by obtaining 
the enactment of ordinances to cor- 
rect defects as they came to the 
committee’s attention. The work 
was carried on in the schools, wom- 
en’s clubs and improvement asso- 
ciations: the chamber furnished 
speakers for the gathering of people 
in order to bring about the right 
point of view. 

Next came the use of the fire de- 
Partment for inspection work. This 
step was first opposed by the mem- 
bers of the department. Later they 
saw,.the benefits to be derived, and 
then gave their hearty co-operation. 
Finally in 1915, a separate bureau 
for fire prevention work was es- 
tablished under the fire departmen 
By that time, definite results be- 
gan to appear. 

Instead of a continual increase of 
insurance rates, there started an 
appreciable decrease; the total re- 
duction from 1910 was 31 per cent 
on buildings and 32 per cent on con- 
tents, on those classes of risks writ- 
ten under the so-called Dean sched- 
ule. Frame buildings also came In 
for reduction, with the result of 
saving in insurance premiums to 
the insuring public of Cincinnati 
of more than $850,000 a year, which 
is an amount greater than the ex-

Now 
there has been established, under 
the fire department, the bureau of 
fire prevention through Which runs 
a splendid spirit. In general the 
building department under the man- 
agement of a highly efficient com- 
missioner was cordially supported 
in its efforts to enforce the build- 


Ing codes. 


As result of it al}, the number of 
fires fel] off in one year by 689. 
This falling off is in spite of a 
steady increase in population and 
area of the city. The public as- 
sisted in reducing the fire waste 
by about 20 per cent, and were com- 
pensated, not only by greater safe- 
ty to life and less interruption to 
business, but by actual reduction 
in insurance. rates—31 per cent. 
This brief history of the experience 
of Cincinnati can be repeated in 
every city of the republic, if there 
is but initlative and willingness to 
serve on the part of business men.

Congress Has Heard 
Wilson’s Final W ord 
As Chief Executive

“What Has Been Done or 
Said Must Stand as It 
Is,” He Says.

Washington, February 19.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, according to those 
immediately about him, has uttered 
his last statement to congress or 


the people as chief executive of the 
nation. His prime interest -now is 
in his fight to recover his health. 
He will make no statements and do 
no writing for some months at least. 
To the repeated urging of his 
friends “during that last few days” 
that he give some indication of his 
mental reflection on his administra- 
tion and a word as to the political 
and economic outlook for the next 
four years, he is quoted as having 
consistently replied: “I have said 
my: final word. What has been done 
or said must stand as it is.” 

Charles Swemm, for many years 
confidential stenographer of the 
president and who, it was thought, 
would remain with him after March 
4 to assist him in his literary work, 
will not be retained. He has ac- 
cepted a position in Chicago. 

To Remain Silent. 

It is stated positively the presi- 
dent will not enter into any con- 
temporaneous discussion of either 
local or international issues at least 
for a considerable time after he 
leaves office. He will continue then, 
as he is doing now—devoting a 
maximum of attention to getting 
well and a minimum to work. 

Only those who, in the past, have 
had continuous opportunity to watch 
the president actively at work, his 
rugged appearance and strong and 
rapid walk about his office and 
home, can appreciate to what a piti- 
ful extent his illness has marked 
him. Four years ago he would con- 
clude a conference with his cabinet 
or senators by rising suddenly from 
his chair, saying, “Well, gentlemen, 
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I guess that is all today,” and stride , ; 


rapidly out of the room. 


Today he lifts himself slowly and 


carefully from a seating posture, his 
face drawn with the lines of suffer. 
ing and worry, and, supported by 
his cane, walks slowly, almost un- 
eertainly, from the réom. The once 
erect figure, which made him ap- 
pear even taller than he was, is 
now noticeably stopped. When he 
walks he puts one foot slowly ahead 
of the other, taking short, careful! 
steps. An, attendant follows him 
and it is necessary to support him 
when he mounts any steps, how. 
ever low. 
Cheerful Attitude. 

He frets at the restrictions his 
health has placed upon him and he 
worries. But he tries to maintain 
at most times a resigned attitude 
of cheerfulness. 

“Tragic” is the comment most 
frequently heard from among those 
of all political faiths, friends or 
foes of the president, who have ob- 
served him recent}y at the theater.

(about ten handfuls). The salt will help 
set the color, tho the usual directions 
aay one handful of salt te a gallon 
of water. If you are dyeing w auit.

Keep the eult well under the water by 
poking it down with a leng wooden 
stick. Turn it over occasionally so 
the parta underneath will run no risks 
of being scorched or settling in folda, 
which would streak the goede. When 
the water apatters clear, and a clean 
rag dropped into the water takes little 
or no color, the dyed suit may be lifted 
out hy the sticks and dropped into a 
tub of clean water. If thie water takes 
no tinge, it is proof that the coler is 
fast, and the auit may n be hung 
up to dry. The coat should be hung 
OR @ padded hanger and the ekirt three- 
cornered fashion ge that one part will 
re hit against the other and streak 

@ material. Pressing may be done 
while the cloth is etill damp. 

Thig operation covers about all that 
could eeme up in dyeing fabrics. In 
dyeing silk, if the atiffening goes out 
of it, make @ atarch and mix with 
it a little of the dye water. Use in 
the ordinary manner. Vinegars is some- 
times adviged on the dye envelopes, but 
a successafyl dyer gaye she never uses it. 

Most difieult te dye successfully are 
black goedg. Black eften comes out 
with @ ruaty look, generally because too 
much dye has been used. In such a

There are cold-1 dyes on the 
market in which aterial may be 
@yed without hoiling. are very 
the lighter tints, for 
laces, silks, etc. ime maierial, it clean, 
is simply immersed in it. The dye 
comes. in tubes, is squeezed out inte 
a basin, and a pirt of boiling wate: 
. When it is thoroly dis- 
solved, it ie strained thru a thin cloth 


and enough cold water added to make 
a gallon and @ half of solution to one 
pound of fabric, Put the material to 
be dyed in this; stir and raise the goods 
to let the dye penetrate all parts evenly. 

The same kind of dye is used for all 
materials, but you are advised to boil 
woolens, so that for woolen fabrics it 
could hardly be called a cold-water 
dye; but the game tube could be used, 
first as a cold-water dye for cotton and 
linen and afterward for woolen and 
silk material. 

These dyes are good to stencil with, 
as, where a Garker color ig to. be 
stamped on a lighter one, the process is 
quick and simple. Some of the dye is 
squeezed into a dish, stirred with @ 
brush, and a drop or two of strong ealt 
water added. Thig is stirred into @ 
smooth paste, a few more drops of salt 
water added, and then stirred again. 
With a bristle paint brush, lift some of 
this on to a smooth pad that has heen 


‘made of several layers of old soft mus- 


lin. Place the stencil pattern on the 
material, take the color off the pad—not 
from the dish—and brush it over the 
material, using the end of the brush and 
pot the side. Your material, has been 
stretched and fastened on a smooth 
surface before, with a clean blotter be- 
neath the part stenciled to absorb 
all extra color’ When you are, thru 
stenciling, place a damp cloth of no 
value over the stenciled part and atsam 
them well with a hot fron. Thig pro- 
cess sets the dye. 

When dyeing straw hate, the same 
general process is followed as given 
in the beginning.. When you are going 
to change the shape of the hat, it is 


best to rip the hat epart frst. 


The Possibilities of Corn Husks 
HERE are many ppssibilities for 
PT crate: work in the homely corn 
shtick. One need nof be an experi 


.. we art of making unusual and pretiy

to procure your corn husks. This wil) 
be an easy matter if you chance to live 
in the country, for all you need do is 
to walk out to the barn and find what 
you need. If you live in a town or a 
eity, however. you will have to go to 
some farmer for your material. 


The dry husks should be dyed the 
desired shade and then spread out to 
dry. When they are wanted for use, 
roll as many as will be needed at one 
time in a damp cloth and let He for 
a while. After the husks have become 
softened so that they will not break 
easily, cut them into strips from a 
guarter to a whole inch wide. 


Perhaps the most useful and inter- 
asting thing which can be made from 
corn husks is the garden hat. For 
this the husk !s cut into strips a fourth 
to a half inch wide. Four of these 
atrands are then used to fashion the 
braid, which is plaited just as children 
in a kindergarten braid their paper 
sirips. The braid when finished has 
pointed edges and looks a great deal 
like the rougher kind of wmilliner’s 
straw. 

When the braid is again dry, it is 
ready to be fashioned into the hat. 
A fine soft knitting cotton should be 
used for the sewing, as ordinary thread 
will cut the huska. Of course, you 
will fashion the husks into a hat having 


-@ wide and drooping brim. A few arti- 


ficial roses will put the finishing touches 


on it. 
Very attractive candice shades can be 


made from the braided husks. Line’ 


an ordinary frame with thin silk and 
cover the wires with the braids made 
of the hueks. A few beads may be 
added around the top and the bottom 
for . ornament. 
Remember that the braided busks 
used for this work should be dried as 
soon as possible. They are apt to mil- 
dew if kept damp. A coat of thin ghei- 
lac varnish added to the finished product 
will prevent dry rot and willl @ive a 
luster which will take away the home- 
made effect.

Then, in the silent pause of a few 
moments that ensued, he looked 
restlessly and uncertainly around 
the company. He held his glittering 
helmet tucked against his right 
side, with his right arm, and his left 
hand pushed forward slightly the 
hilt of the sword that had clattered 
as he entered. It was about 11 
o'clock in the morning of October 
7 last, the wedding day of Countess 
Elizabeth Bentinck, ‘daughter of 
Count Godard Bentinck. 

I have described the ex-kaiser’s 
entry in this way, because by chance 
it was made in dramatic fashion 
and the effect was heightened 
ruther than lessened by nervous 
jumpiness.

sonal safety he travels at a very 
hizh rate of speed by car, and the 
moment of his departure (he had 
come that day from Doorn) is kept 
secret. This was the cause of our 
long wait and the slight delay. dur- 
ing which, before Count Godard 
Bentinck came forward to greet 
him, he stood (as so often before, 
but on how much wider a stage!)

Curiously 
enough, he ‘had a hard look, but 
that was because he has eyes which 
are not prominent, because there is 
not a sufficiently deep depression 
from high cheek bones to give a soft 
contour. :

EX-KAISER 
FOND OF BRIDE. 

We all had been talking for 
about a quarter of an hour when the 
bride and Captain von Ilsemann en- 
ccred. The ex-kaiser advanced im- 


pulsively to meet her, as she made 
a deep curtsy and shook her hand 
long and warmly, smiling and talk- 
ing eagerly. His handshaking, I 
may say, is of the most cordia] kind 
when it is a friend he greets, He 
brings his hand forward with a 
wide, swift, sweeping gesture as if 
his heart were in it. There are oc- 
casions, it is true, when he tenders 
two cold fingers, but that is an- 
other story. 

From the time of the bride’s en- 
try until preparations for the civil 
marriage ceremony, which mean- 
time had beea going on in another 
room, were completed, he remained 
chatting with the bride, apparently 
happy and simple in manner as any 
elderly, long-standing friend of the 
family might be. 

Then the signal was given that ali 
was ready and a few of the com- 
pany left the room, the ex-kaiser 
among them, for he was to sign the 
register as witness. The ceremony 
lasted for half an hour. The bride 
and bridegroom were the first to 
return to the drawing room. Then in 
a few minutes came the ex-kaiser 
and his host.

The 
exile went down into the courtyard 
and stood most of the time a little 
way to the left of the steps and 
half hidden by a large pillar, where 
he chatted with a few of his close 
friends. There was some wmerri- 
ment, but there- was no throwing 
back the head and hearty laughing 
as I have been told there was in 
old days. He appeared to be just 
a quiet, genial friend of the family 
that one may meet at any such 
gathering. I noticed he was carry- 
ing his helmet again, and that as 
he moved about as he often did 
when talking, he held the hilt of 
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his sword forward to keep the end 
of the scabbard from dragging. 
Photographs of the wedding party 
were to be taken and we were all 
told that the ex-kaiser would be in 
the pose 2 and that whoever liked 
could come forward. Not every 
guest joined, a few remained some 
distance away.

STEALS AWAY. 

When the group was broken up 
and everybody was either talking to 
the bride or was in her near neigh- 
borhood, ne slipped away wunob- 
served to the garage which was 
close at hand. He never likes to 
leave the ex-kaiserin for long. This 
outing was an exception, so far as 
duration of stay was concerned, to 
his. usual rule, but nowadays to 
move quietly and unnoticed is no 
exception. When next we looked 
toward the garage a large enclosed 
car. was seen sweeping down the 
driveway. William Hohenzollern’s 
holiday was over. 

One may readily understand how 
thoroughly the ex-kaiser enjoyed 
this respite from the monotony of 
his daily life, the same interminable 
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round of dull restlessness, that he 
suffered at his new retreat in Doorn. 
it was virtually the only meeting he 
had enjoyed with a considerable 
number of persons since he had fled 
across the border in 1918. 

To a man whose life had been 
extraordinarily varied and occupied 
even for one of his position; who 
had delighted in the rapid succes- 
sion in audience of notable men in 
all splieres in all countries and in 
the pomp and circumstance of courts 
and the glitter and excitement of 
naval and military displays; who in 
his constant travels had never 
missed an opportunity for a pic- 
turesque or dramatic pose—to him 
the daily round at Amerongen must 
have seemed extremely dull; though, 
no doubt, to millions bereaved and 
impoverished by the war his lot 
would appear enviable compared 
with theirs. 

WAS SUBJECT 


TO WHIMS. 

Monotonous as his new manner of 
existence may have seemed to him, 
it did not, however, follow any reg- 
ular routine. He was, and is, too 
impulsive to have a settled plan for 
any day. As he had no affairs of 
state to deal with, and had in fact 
little else to do in the afternoons 
and evenings than to pass the time 
in the way most agreeable to him, 
he suited the occupation to the 
whim of the moment—so far as his 
confined conditions permitted. t 
say that, to qualify my account, 
which follows, of an ordinary day 
at Amerongen. 

One part of the program was in- 
variable; every morning he rose at 
7 o'clock. Rising early, I am told, 
ig the custom of many sovereigns; 
but he did not follow their example 
of going to bed betimes—as early, 
for instance, as did the late Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, of Austria, 
of whose habit I was reminded on a 
visit to Salzburg, while he was 
there. Our hotel was near the 
“Schloss at which he stayed; and 
early one night, as we came back 
in or “droscke” across the noisy 
cobblestones from the theater, our 
driver suddenly stopped, and told us 
that he could take us no farther. 
“The emperor is sleeping,” he said 
with a whimsical smile. 

The ex-kaiser’s first attendant in 
the morning, his valet, is @ tall, 
good-looking man of about forty, 
who has been with him for many 
years. He is the only one around 
the exile today who wears his 
moustache in the old turned-up way, 
a circumstance rendered more 
striking by the fact that he has 
nothing of the aggressive look prop- 
er to that adornment, but has large, 
melancholy brown eyé®s, and his 
smile, when he politely returns a 
greeting, is a little wistful and sad. 
No man, they say, is a hero to hie 
valet, but certainly the exile’s per 
sonal attendants are most solicitous 
for his comfort and seem devoted 


to him. 
BEGINNING OF 
EXILE’S DAY. 7 

By eight o'clock the ex-kaiser, 
clad in a blue serge suit and wear- 
ing a Homburg hat, which sometimes 
had a black cock’s tail feather 
stuck in it, was usually out for @ 
sharp walk. On cold days he wore 
a large cape made of “Loden,” a 
dark green material of a close tex- 
ture, very warm and waterproof. At 
first he used to go outside the castle 
grounds, but later the practice was 
discontinued, and there only re- 
mained the walk betwen the moats 
and the garden beyond, which lies 
along the outside wall. ere he 
would often stop and talk to the 
men at work or nod them a friendly 
“sood day!” 

Prayers for the household were 
at 8:45, and he was always back in 
time for them. They took place in 
the picture gallery, with the host’s 
dughter, who is very artistic, at 
the organ. He often chose the 
hymns. Sometimes, afterwards, he 
would laughingly reprove his host 
for the tattered state of the books. 
The little service was in Dutch, @ 
language which he was soon able 
to speak fluently. 

Breakfast was at nine, and was 
brought up to his sitting room. it 
was a simpte meal of coffee, eggs, 
rolls and fruit. Rich butter and 
cream came from the castle dairy, 
and were the produce-of the Holstein 
(or Frisian) cattle common to all 
Holland. 

Correspondence had then to be 
attended to. 1t was very heavy, and 
from all parts of the world; no 
doubt some was abusive, but much 
also was sympathetic, for it must 
be remembered that he bad a large 
party still attached to him in Ger- 
many. In the early days he had four 
gentlemen still with him, and their 
aid prevented him from being com- 
pletely snowed under in the morn- 
ings. One of the four, who has 
aince returned to Germany, was 2 
very good musician, and whiled 
away many hours at the piano, lin- 
gering lovingly over Wagner, 
Beethoven, Chopin and Liszt. He 
was composing an opera, and said 
that music was the real interest of 
his life and soldiering only a neces- 
sity. 

The rest of the morning would be 
taken up by the cutting and sawing 
of wood.

-driven.to reconsideration by their own feminine ac- 
quaintance of’ opposite mind, On the whole, some 
of the requirements of modern fashions have con-
